The  Zoning  Bylaw  categorizes  specific  uses  within  the  specified  zoning  districts. 
By  amending  the  Bylaw  to  add  language  to  include  communication  towers  under 
uses,  creates  a  process  in  which  a  proposed  tower,  within  a  residential  zoning 
district,  must  appear  before  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  receive  a  special  permit. 

EFFECT 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  identify  communication  towers  as  a  specific 
use  under  residential  districts  that  would  need  a  special  permit  through  the  Board 
of  Appeals.  Currently  a  communication  tower  would  only  need  a  special  permit  if 
it  exceeded  the  height  limitation  on  a  new  tower.  A  communication  tower  placed 
on  an  existing  structure  above  the  35-foot  height  limitation  would  not  need  a 
special  permit. 

INTENT 

The  amendment  is  intended  to  create  a  process  in  which  a  proposed 
communication  tower,  within  a  residential  district,  would  need  to  follow  the  special 
permit  process.  The  special  permit  process  includes  abutter  notification  and 
advertised  public  hearings  before  the  Board  of  Appeals.

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

There  has  been  interest  identified  for  allowing  uses  that  are  commercial  in  nature 
and  can  be  allowed  in  conjunction  with  adjacent  commercial  properties, 
specifically  a  hospital.  There  is  a  need  to  allow  particular  commercial  activities 
within  the  R-25  Zoning  District  that  would  an  ancillary  use  to  already  existing 
commercial  uses. 

EFFECT 

Jordan  Hospital  is  the  only  hospital  in  the  Town  that  is  located  within  the  R-25 
Zoning  District.  Any  future  hospital  located  within  the  R-25  Zoning  District  must 
already  own  a  contiguous  lot  prior  to  April  6,  2002. 

This  amendment  will  require  the  owners  of  Jordan  Hospital  to  apply  for  a  Special 
Permit  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  in  order  to  be  able  to  construct 
a  commercial  building  adjacent  to  the  hospital  and  on  property  already  owned  by 
the  hospital. 

INTENT 

The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  to  provide  for  an  ancillary  use  in  an  area  well 
suited  for  this  type  of  activity.  This  location  encourages  a  mix  of  low  intensity 
commercial  uses.  This  amendment  would  enable  Jordan  Hospital  to  create 
additional  office  space  that  would  help  serve  the  needs  of  the  hospital.  It  may  also 
address  a  larger  market  because  of  the  close  proximity  to  the  Plymouth  County 
land. 

It  is  also  intended  to  increase  these  types  of  uses  at  locations  within  the 
community  that  can  support  increased  development  of  this  nature  with  minimal 
impact  to  the  surrounding  area.  The  location  of  commercial  development  at  this 
location  would  complement  the  adjacent  institutional  uses.

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Summary 


A  full  time  mayor,  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  will  replace  the  present 
five  member  board  of  selectmen  and  the  town  manager  as  head  of  the 
executive  branch  of  government. 

A  town  council  consisting  of  eleven  members,  seven  elected  from  districts  and 
four  elected  at  large,  will  replace  the  representative  town  meeting  as  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  town  government.  The  council  members  will  be  elected 
for  terms  of  four  years,  so  arranged  that  (approximately)  one  half  of  the  members 
will  be  on  the  ballot  at  each  biennial  town  election. 

The  school  committee  will  consist  of  seven  members,  six  members  elected  from 
the  town  at  large  for  terms  of  four  years,  so  arranged  that  the  terms  of  three 
members  will  appear  on  the  ballot  at  every  biennial  town  election.  The  mayor  will 
serve  as  the  seventh  member  of  the  school  committee  with  full  voting  and  other 
participatory  rights. 

A  recall  provision  has  been  included  to  enable  the  voters  to  remove  the  mayor, 
town  council  members,  or  school  committee  members  before  their  terms  of  office 
would  othenA/ise  expire,  under  certain  circumstances.  The  proposed  charter  also 
establishes  procedures  for  citizens  to  'make'  laws  through  Initiative  procedures 
and  to  'veto'  actions  taken  by  the  mayor  and  council  through  citizen  Referenda 
procedures.

E)    Location  and  density 

In  a  Rural  Residential  (RR)  District,  the  provisions  pertaining  to  an 
increase  in  overall  density  as  a  result  of  utilizing  Transfer  of 
Developments  as  specified  herein  may  apply  subject  to  the  granting  of 
a  Special  Permit. 


In  calculating  intensity  of  use  and  allocation  of  recreational  areas,  the  following 
standards  shall  be  used:

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

The  Zoning  Bylaw  establishes  the  basis  for  land  use  throughout  town,  in  which 
several  types  of  residential  land  uses  are  permitted.  The  Rural  Residential 
Development  special  permit  was  created  to  allow  flexibility  in  design,  quality,  and 
location  of  residential  subdivisions.  The  creation  of  a  transfer  of  developments 
rights  (TDR)  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  Planning  Board  to  protect  natural 
resources,  create  passive  recreation,  and  secure  land  for  future  municipal  uses. 

EFFECT 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  be  to  transfer  the  rights  to  develop  a  certain 
piece  of  property  in  the  Rural  Residential  District  (RR)  to  another  piece  of  property 
within  the  RR.  It  would  also  restrict  the  uses  allowed  on  the  property  transferring 
its  rights  by  placing  permanent  restrictions  on  that  land.  The  Planning  Board, 
through  the  special  permit  process,  would  determine  the  highest  and  best  use  of 
the  restricted  land. 
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INTENT: 

The  amendment  is  intended  to  preserve  land  for  uses  other  than  residential  and 
commercial  development  at  no  cost  to  the  landowner.  The  rights  to  develop  a 
particular  parcel  would  be  transferred  to  another  parcel  so  that  the  landowner 
would  achieve  the  same  outcome  as  if  they  developed  the  preserved  parcel. 

The  amendment  provides  more  flexibility  for  preserving  sensitive  environmental 
land,  acquiring  land  for  municipal  purposes,  and  other  uses  besides  single  family 
residential  development.

The  Town  of  Plymouth  has  been  experiencing  significant  growth  pressure  for  the 
past  three  decades.  Demands  for  public  services  and  facilities,  including  but  not 
limited  to  public  schools,  too  often  cannot  be  met  in  a  timely  and  cost  effective 
manner.  There  is  a  need  to  ensure  that  periods  of  accelerated  residential  growth 
will  not  disrupt  the  capital  improvement  process  or  adversely  affect  public  safety. 

In  addition  to  the  general  growth  trends,  particular  concern  is  noted  for  the  rural 
areas.  With  the  largest  land  mass  in  the  Commonwealth,  there  remain  many 
undeveloped  tracts  that  will  likely  prove  to  be  a  significant  challenge  to  public 
service  efforts.  Additionally,  most  of  the  Town's  undeveloped  areas  are  located 
over  the  "sole  source"  Plymouth-Carver  aquifer.  There  is  clearly  a  need  to  protect 
our  diminishing  natural  resources. 

In  sum,  there  is  a  need  to  ensure  that  the  issuance  of  building  permits  for  new 
dwelling  units  in  the  residential  zoning  districts  occur  in  an  orderly,  predictable, 
and  positive  manner,  so  that  the  Town  can  achieve  the  following: 

•  Provide  adequate  municipal  services  and  infrastructure  improvements 
in  an  effective  and  timely  manner; 

•  Prevent  unpredictable  and  fluctuating  growth  rates  which  could 
adversely  affect  the  Town's  natural  and  physical  resources,  economy, 
and  land  values,  and; 

•  Provide  landowners  a  variety  of  positive  alternatives  for  residential 
development. 

EFFECT 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  regulate  the  number  of  building  permits  that 
may  be  issued  within  a  calendar  year  for  new  dwelling  units  in  the  residential 
zoning  districts  and  to  direct  growth  in  a  more  positive  and  beneficial  manner. 

INTENT 

The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  to  regulate  the  rate  at  which  residential  ' 
construction  occurs  while  at  the  same  time  attempting  to  "level  the  playing  field" 
between  large  subdividers  and  small  landowners,  and  to  promote  positive 
economic  residential  development.

The  procedure  of  allowing  permits  for  temporary  structures  is  ineffective;  too  often 
enough  temporary  structures  become  permanent  fixtures.  The  law  is  designed  for 
businesses  and  individuals  who  need  only  to  maintain  a  structure  for  a  limited 
time  period.  The  amendment  places  a  deadline  on  the  amount  of  time  a 
temporary  structure  can  be  in  place  in  order  to  prevent  the  structures  from 
becoming  permanent. 


The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  restrict  the  amount  of  time  a  temporary 
structure  can  be  in  place  thereby  defining  what  is  temporary  and  not  permanent. 


EFFECT 
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The  time  limit  defines  the  length  of  time  a  structure  can  be  in  place.  If  the 
individual  or  business  wishes  to  maintain  a  structure  longer  than  the  time  allotted, 
the  alternative  would  be  to  construct  a  permanent  structure  that  meets  the  more 
stringent  requirements  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw.

THIS  AGREEMENT  is  made  this  day  of  July,  2002  by  and  between  the  Town 

of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  a  municipal  corporation  duly  organized  under  the 
laws  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  having  a  principal  place  of 
business  at  Town  Hall,  11  Lincoln  Street,  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  02360  acting 
by  and  through  its  Board  of  Selectmen,  (hereafter  the  "TOWN"),  and  Plymouth 
Venture  LLC,  a  Massachusetts  limited  liability  company  with  a  business  address  i 

at  (the  "COMPANY").  This  Agreement  will  take  effect  as  of  the 

date  of  execution. 

WHEREAS,  the  COMPANY  plans  to  construct,  and  equip  a  hotel/convention 
center  of  approximately  250  rooms  and  related  facilities  (hereafter  called  the 
"FACILITY")  to  be  operated  by  a  national,  first-class,  full-service  hotel  operator 
(the  "Operator")  at  35  Landmark  Drive,  in  the  Pinehills  Community  (the  "Hotel  ! 
Lot,"  which  is  more  particularly  described  on  the  attached  Exhibit  A;  the  Hotel  Lot 
and  the  FACILITY  are  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  TOWN  is  willing  to  grant  tax  increment  financing  ("TIF") 
exemptions  to  the  COMPANY  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  23A,  Section  3E,  Chapter  40,  Section  59  and  Chapter  59,  Section  5, 
Clause  51,  subject  to  the  construction  and  equipping  of  the  FACILITY  and  the 
creation  of  new  employment  opportunities  for  local  workers  by  the  COMPANY  and 
OPERATOR. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  contained  herein, 
and  for  other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  receipt  and  sufficiency  of 
which  are  hereby  acknowledged,  the  parties  do  mutually  agree  as  follows: 

A.  CONDITIONS. 

This  authorization  for  a  Tax  Increment  Financing  exemption  is  subject  to  the 
following  conditions: 

1 .  The  construction  and  equipping  by  the  Company  of  a  hotel/convention 
facility  of  approximately  250  rooms  to  be  managed  and  operated  by 
the  OPERATOR,  costing  a  minimum  of  $35,000,000,  on  a  parcel  of 
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land  shown  on  Plymouth  Assessors'  Plat  77D,  Lot  A-5A,  consisting  of 
approximately  14  acres  on  Landmark  Drive  in  the  Pinehills  Community. 

2.  The  COMPANY  will  create  and  maintain  a  minimum  of  1  full-time 
permanent  job  at  the  Project.  After  it  first  full  year  of  operation,  the 
OPERATOR  will  employ  a  minimum  of  150  full  and  part  time  workers 
during  the  term  of  this  Agreement. 

3.  Subject  to  any  internal  hiring  policies  of  the  OPERATOR,  the 
COMPANY  will  cooperate  with  the  South  Coastal  Workforce 
Investment  Board  (WIB),  the  Plymouth  Office  of  the  Department  of 
Employment  and  Training  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  other  agencies,  as  appropriate,  in  seeking  to  fill  vacancies  at  the 
COMPANY  and  OPERATOR  on  a  priority  basis  from  properly  qualified 
residents  of  the  Town,  to  the  extent  that  such  a  practice  and  its 
implementation  does  not  result  in  a  violation  of  any  law  or  regulation. 
The  COMPANY  shall  make  a  good  faith  effort  to  entertain  bids  from 
and  utilize  local  contractors  and  suppliers  for  the  construction  of  the 
PROJECT  when  such  contractors  and  suppliers  are  properly  qualified 
and  price  competitive. 

4.  The  COMPANY  shall  provide  the  TOWN  with  an  annual  report 
beginning  in  the  month  of  January  2004  (for  calendar  year  2003)  and 
for  each  successive  year  thereafter  for  the  duration  of  the  TIF 
exemption  term.  Said  report  shall  contain  the  following  information:  full 
and  part  time  employment  levels  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
reporting  period  and  the  number  of  Plymouth  Economic  Target  Area 
residents  hired  at  the  Project  (including  those  of  the  OPERATOR,  to 
the  extent  available  to  the  COMPANY),  the  number  of  local  contractors 
and  suppliers  utilized  during  construction  of  the  Project  and  the 
amount  of  property  and  automobile  excise  taxes  paid  to  the  Town  by 
the  COMPANY  and  the  OPERATOR,  and,  except  to  the  extent  such 
information  is  deemed  proprietary  business  information  by  the 
OPERATOR,  local  room  occupancy  taxes  paid  by  the  OPERATOR. 

5.  Upon  delivery  of  appropriate  documentation,  the  COMPANY  will  pay 
all  legal  fees  and  other  out  of  pocket  expenses  incurred  by  the  TOWN 
in  direct  association  with  this  Agreement  and  the  TOWN'S  application 
to  the  Commonwealth. 

6.  The  COMPANY  will  have  all  of  its  vehicles  garaged  so  that  any  local 
motor  vehicle  excise  tax  owed  with  respect  to  such  vehicles  will  be 
paid  to  the  Town.  To  the  extent  not  inconsistent  with  any  general  policy 
or  practice  of  the  OPERATOR,  the  OPERATOR  will  have  all  of  its

vehicles  garaged  so  that  any  local  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  owed  with 
respect  to  such  vehicles  will  be  paid  to  the  Town. 

7.  The  COMPANY  and  the  OPERATOR  shall  pay  all  taxes  owned  to  the 
Town  in  a  timely  fashion.  Upon  default  under  this  condition,  the  Town 
may  seek  decertification  of  the  Project. 


B.     TAX  INCREMENT  EXEMPTIONS 


The  TOWN  hereby  grants  a  binding  Tax  Increment  Financing  exemption  to 
the  COMPANY  for  the  PROJECT,  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  23A,  Section  3E,  Chapter  40,  Section  50  and 
Chapter  59,  Section  5.  This  exemption  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  of  twenty

L.  Chapters  23A,  40  §59  and  59,  §5,  CI.  51  and  regulations  issued 
pursuant  thereto.  Upon  decertification,  the  Town  shall  discontinue  the 
exemption  benefits  provided  to  the  Company  as  set  forth  herein, 
commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  decertification  occurs.

7.  After  receiving  written  notice  from  any  person,  firm  or  other  entity,  that 
such  party  holds  a  mortgage  which  includes  as  part  or  all  of  the 
mortgaged  premises,  any  part  of  the  PROJECT,  the  Hotel  Lot  or  any 
improvements  thereon,  the  TOWN  shall,  so  long  as  such  mortgage  is 
outstanding,  be  required  to  give  to  such  holder  the  same  notice  as  is 
required  to  be  given  to  COMPANY  under  the  terms  of  this  Agreement, 
but  such  notice  may  be  given  by  the  TOWN  to  COMPANY  and  such 
holder  concurrently.  It  is  further  agreed  that  such  holder  shall  have  the 
same  opportunity  to  cure  any  default  as  is  available  to  COMPANY  and 
that  such  holder  shall  have  forty-five  (45)  days  more  to  cure  any  such 
default  than  would  be  available  to  COMPANY  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Agreement.  In  addition,  so  long  as  any  such  holder,  within  seventy-

The  total  number  of  parking  spaces  as  required  in  Section  305  may  be 


reduced  under  this  provision  by  up  to  33%.  The  lot(s)  on  which 


structures  are  permitted  under  this  section  may  be  divided  into  i 


separate  ownership.  Internal  side  and  rear  yards  within  such  a 
complex  may  be  reduced  to  five  (5')  feet,  provided  that  all  perimeter 
yard  areas  are  as  otherwise  provided  for  within  the  district.  Lot  width 
and/or  frontage  may  reduced  to  zero  (0')  feet. 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

There  are  contradictory  Zoning  Bylaw  provisions  applied  to  the  Light  Industrial 
zone  that  need  to  be  resolved.  The  allowances  for  lot  coverage  and  floor  area 
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'^1  ratio  suggest  a  development  density  that  is  not  actually  achievable.  Lot  width  and 
I  frontage  prescribe  ownership  boundaries  that  are  not  based  in  any  manner  upon 
site  conditions  or  uses. 

Each  lot  must  be  self-contained  in  terms  of  principal  buildings,  access,  and 
parking.  Shared  parking  would  allow  a  property  owner  to  reduce  the  total  number 
^ '  of  parking  spaces,  thus  reducing  cost  and  impervious  lot  area.  The  Zoning  Bylaw 
has  a  process  for  placing  more  than  one  principal  building  on  a  lot,  but  that 
requires  a  Special  Permit  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  and  even  then  the 
■  expectations  as  to  dimensions  are  unclear. 

^ !  EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  eliminate  the  one  lot/one  building  restriction 
i  within  the  Light  Industrial  Zone.  This  will  make  available  the  opportunity  for  shared 
^$ ;  access  and  shared  parking,  similar  to  planned  office  parks  common  in  other 
communities.  Following  the  submission  of  a  site  development  plan  meeting 
established  design  criteria,  lot  dimensions  could  be  applied  that  are  appropriate 
to  particular  users  and  conditions.  Ownership  within  a  planned  development  could 
then  be  separated  based  upon  reality  based  standards.  Parking  could  be  reduced 
at  the  option  of  the  owner. 

With  the  availability  of  municipal  wastewater  capacity,  industrially  zoned  land  set 
aside  for  density  purposes  may  now  be  put  to  more  active  use.  A  bylaw  that 
encourages  the  reduction  of  parking  and  the  elimination  of  on-site  septic  systems 
will  also  further  protect  the  natural  environment. 

?i  INTENT 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  amendment  to  make  accommodation  for  additional 
i  industrial/commercial  development  on  land  already  zoned  Light  Industrial.  Roads 
li'  and  utilities  already  serve  these  areas.  Additional  growth  in  employment  and  tax 
1  base  can  thus  occur  without  adversely  impacting  residential  areas,  while  further 

, protecting  groundwater  resources.

QUESTION  1:  LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  1 ,  2002? 

SUMMARY: 

This  proposed  law  would  provide  that  no  income  or  other  gain  realized  on  or 
after  July  1 ,  2003,  would  be  subject  to  the  state  personal  income  tax.  That  tax 
applies  to  income  received  or  gain  realized  by  individuals  and  married  couples,  by 
estates  of  deceased  persons,  by  certain  trustees  and  other  fiduciaries,  by  persons 
who  are  partners  in  and  receive  income  from  partnerships,  by  corporate  trusts, 
and  by  persons  who  receive  income  as  shareholders  of  "S  corporations"  as 
defined  under  federal  tax  law.  The  proposed  law  would  not  affect  the  tax  due  on 
income  or  gain  realized  before  July  1 ,  2003. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  parts  were  declared  invalid,  the 
other  parts  would  stay  in  effect. 
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AYES  VOTE  would  eliminate  any  state  personal  Income  tax  for  income  or  other 
gain  realized  on  or  after  July  1,  2003. 

A  NO  VOTE  would  make  no  change  in  state  tax  laws. 

QUESTION  2:  LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote  was  taken  by  the 
Senate  or  the  House  of  Representatives  before  May  1 ,  2002? 

SUMMARY: 

This  proposed  law  would  replace  the  current  state  law  providing  for 
transitional  bilingual  education  in  public  schools  with  a  law  requiring  that,  with 
limited  exceptions,  all  public  school  children  must  be  taught  English  by  being 
taught  all  subjects  in  English  and  being  placed  in  English  language  classrooms. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  public  schools  to  educate  English  learners 
(children  who  cannot  do  ordinary  classwork  in  English  and  who  either  do  not 
speak  English  or  whose  native  language  is  not  English)  through  a  sheltered 
English  immersion  program,  normally  not  lasting  more  than  one  year.  In  the 
program,  all  books  and  nearly  all  teaching  would  be  in  English,  with  the  curriculum 
designed  for  children  learning  English,  although  a  teacher  could  use  a  minimal 
amount  of  a  child's  native  language  when  necessary.  Schools  would  be 
encouraged  to  place  in  the  same  classroom  children  who  are  from  different 
native-language  groups  but  who  have  the  same  level  of  English  skills.  Once  a 
student  is  able  to  do  regular  schoolwork  in  English,  the  student  would  be 
transferred  to  an  English  language  mainstream  classroom.  These  requirements 
would  not  affect  special  education  programs  for  physically  or  mentally  impaired 
students  or  foreign  language  classes  for  children  who  already  know  English. 

Parents  or  guardians  of  certain  children  could  apply  each  year  to  have  the 
requirements  waived,  so  as  to  place  their  child  in  bilingual  education  or  other 
classes,  if  the  parents  or  guardians  visit  the  school  to  be  informed,  in  a  language 
they  can  understand,  about  all  available  options.  To  obtain  a  waiver,  the  child  must 
either  (1)  already  know  English;  or  (2)  be  at  least  10  years  old,  and  the  school 
principal  and  staff  believe  that  another  course  of  study  would  be  better  for  the 
j  child's  educational  progress  and  rapid  learning  of  English;  or  (3)  have  special 
'  physical  or  psychological  needs  (other  than  lack  of  English  skills),  have  already 
spent  30  days  in  an  English  language  classroom  during  that  school  year,  the 
:.  I  school  principal  and  staff  document  their  belief  that  the  child's  special  needs  make 
^  I  another  course  of  study  better  for  the  child's  educational  progress  and  rapid 
5:  I  learning  of  English,  and  the  school  superintendent  approves  the  waiver.  If  20  or 
I    more  students  in  one  grade  level  at  a  school  receive  waivers,  the  school  would 
have  to  offer  either  bilingual  education  classes  providing  instruction  in  both  the 
student's  native  language  and  English  or  classes  using  other  generally  recognized 
^  I  educational  methodologies  permitted  by  law.  In  other  cases,  a  student  receiving  a 
waiver  would  have  to  be  allowed  to  transfer  to  a  school  offering  such  classes. 
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A  parent  or  guardian  could  sue  to  enforce  the  proposed  law  and,  if 
successful,  would  receive  attorney's  fees,  costs  and  compensatory  money 
damages.  Any  school  employee,  school  committee  member  or  other  elected 
official  or  administrator  who  willfully  and  repeatedly  refused  to  implement  the 
proposed  law  could  be  personally  ordered  to  pay  such  fees,  costs,  and  damages; 
could  not  be  reimbursed  for  that  payment  by  any  public  or  private  party;  and  could 
not  be  elected  to  a  school  committee  or  employed  in  the  public  schools  for  5 
years.  Parents  or  guardians  of  a  child  who  received  a  waiver  based  on  special 
needs  could  sue  if,  before  the  child  reaches  age  18,  they  discover  that  the 
application  for  a  waiver  was  induced  by  fraud  or  intentional  misrepresentation  and 
injured  the  child's  education. 

All  English  learners  in  grades  kindergarten  and  up  would  take  annual 
standardized  tests  of  English  skills.  All  English  learners  in  grades  2  and  up  would 
take  annual  written  standardized  tests,  in  English,  of  academic  subjects.  Severely 
learning  disabled  students  could  be  exempted  from  the  tests.  Individual  scores 
would  be  released  only  to  parents,  but  aggregate  scores,  school  and  school 
district  rankings,  the  number  of  English  learners  in  each  school  and  district,  and 
related  data  would  be  made  public. 

The  proposed  law  would  provide,  subject  to  the  state  Legislature's 
appropriation,  $5  million  each  year  for  10  years  for  school  committees  to  provide 
free  or  low-cost  English  language  instruction  to  adults  who  pledged  to  tutor 
English  learners.  | 

The  proposed  law  would  replace  the  current  law,  under  which  a  school 
committee  must  establish  a  transitional  bilingual  education  program  for  any  20  or 
more  enrolled  children  of  the  same  language  group  who  cannot  do  ordinary  i 
classwork  in  English  and  whose  native  language  is  not  English  or  whose  parents  I 
do  not  speak  English.  In  that  program,  schools  must  teach  all  required  courses  in 
both  English  and  the  child's  native  language;  teach  both  the  native  language  and  \ 
English;  and  teach  the  history  and  culture  of  both  the  native  land  of  the  child's 
parents  and  the  United  States.  Teaching  of  non-required  subjects  may  be  in  a 
language  other  than  English,  and  for  subjects  where  verbalization  is  not  essential 
(such  as  art  or  music),  the  child  must  participate  in  regular  classes  with  English- 
speaking  students. 

Under  the  current  law,  a  child  stays  in  the  program  for  3  years  or  until  the 
child  can  perform  successfully  in  English-only  classes,  whichever  occurs  first.  A  ( 
test  of  the  child's  English  skills  is  given  each  year.  A  school  committee  may  not 
transfer  a  child  out  of  the  program  before  the  third  year  unless  the  parents 
approve  and  the  child  has  received  an  English-skills  test  score  appropriate  to  the  j 
child's  grade  level.  A  child  may  stay  in  the  program  longer  than  3  years  if  the 
school  committee  and  the  parent  or  guardian  approve.  Parents  must  be  informed 
of  their  child's  enrollment  in  the  program  and  have  the  right  to  withdraw  their  child 
from  the  program.  -  , 

The  proposed  law's  testing  requirements  would  take  effect  immediately,  and  j 
its  other  requirements  would  govern  all  school  years  beginning  after  the  proposed  j 
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law's  effective  date.  The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  parts  were  declared 
invalid,  the  other  parts  would  stay  in  effect.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  2002,  the  annual  town  election  returned  Richard  J.  Quintal,  Jr.  and 
Christopher  Lombard  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  joining  Selectmen  Kenneth 
Tavares,  David  Malaguti  and  Dr.  David  Rushforth.  Selectman  Tavares  was  re- 
elected as  Chairman  and  Selectman  Malaguti  was  re-elected  as  Vice  Chairman. 
Among  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  accomplishments  in  2002  were: 

BUDGET  GUIDELINES 

In  keeping  with  the  financial  plan  established  through  previous  fiscal 
year's  budget  guidelines,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Manager  again 
developed  a  budget  that  attempts  to  maintain  quality  services  and  addresses 
decreased  state  aid  and  a  reduction  in  tax  revenue  from  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear 
Power  Plant.  For  fiscal  year  2004,  the  Board  adopted  guidelines  that  will  limit  the 
overall  budget  increase  to  2.45% 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

2002  brought  about  responsible  economic  policy  in  the  form  of  tax 
increment  financing  ("TIFs").  2002  also  saw  the  establishment  of  the  Plymouth 
Development  Corporation  and  implementation  of  professional  management  at 
Memorial  Hall. 

The  Plymouth  Regional  Economic  Development  Foundation  met 
regularly  to  discuss  economic  development  issues.  Through  thoughtful  discourse 
and  in  a  concerted  effort,  the  foundation  has  helped  to  develop  an  effective 
economic  development  strategy  for  the  town. 

EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT 

The  effects  of  September  11,  2001  put  in  perspective  the  need  for  all 
levels  of  government  to  work  collectively  to  provide  a  comprehensive  level  of 
protection  and  preparedness. 

To  that  end  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  worked  tirelessly  on  several 
fronts.  These  areas  include: 

•  Working  with  Entergy  to  establish  a  new  Emergency  Operation  Center 

•  Lobbying  Congress  to  approve  the  siting  of  a  nuclear  waste  repository 
at  Yucca  Mountain,  Nevada 

•  Meeting  with  the  Secretary  for  Public  Safety  and  other  state,  county  . 
and  local  officials  to  discuss  the  SATURN  response  system  and  areas 
of  concern  to  the  town 
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MEMORIAL  HALL 

2002  brought  about  the  completion  of  the  Memorial  Hall  restoration 
project.  Memorial  Hall  is  now  poised  to  serve  as  a  major  cultural  center,  not  only 
for  Plymouth  but  also  for  the  region  and  the  state  as  a  whole.  And  with  the 
professional  management  agreement  between  the  town  and  the  Radisson 
Plymouth  Hotel,  Memorial  Hall  will  be  a  significant  economic  development 
catalyst  for  Plymouth. 

JOINT  MEETINGS 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  convened  a  considerable  number  of  joint 
meetings  in  2002.  These  included  meetings  with  our  state  legislators.  Senator 
Therese  Murray  and  Representatives  Vinny  deMacedo  and  Tom  O'Brien  on 
matters  relating  to  the  state  budget,  local  aid,  and  emergency  management.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  also  met  jointly  with  the  School  Committee  and  the  Finance 
Committee  on  budget  issues  and  with  the  Planning  Board  on  growth  issues. 

CULTURAL  ACTIVITIES 

Among  the  cultural  activities  of  2002  that  Plymouth  enjoyed  were  the  visit 
of  Lord  Mayor  David  Viney  of  Plymouth,  England,  the  installation  of  a  peace  pole 
in  Brewster  Gardens,  and  the  return  of  the  Thanksgiving  Parade. 

Lord  Mayor  Viney  and  his  delegation  traveled  to  Plymouth  for  an  official 
visit.  Over  the  course  of  his  time  here,  the  Lord  Mayor  toured  several  municipal 
facilities  and  participated  in  September  11,  2001  memorial  services.  The  Lord 
Mayor  presented  numerous  gifts  to  the  town  including  police  and  fire  regalia,  an 
official  Plymouth,  England  flag,  and  a  maritime  diving  helmet.  The  most  touching 
gift  given  to  the  town  was  a  collection  of  cards  and  well  wishes  from  Plymouth, 
'  England's  citizens  laid  at  the  historic  Mayflower  steps  in  Plymouth  following  the 
events  of  September  11 ,  2001 . 

Local  Girl  Scout  Rae  Brightman  came  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with 
a  proposal  for  a  peace  pole  to  be  erected  in  Brewster  Gardens.  Ms.  Brightman's 
proposal  was  to  place  the  phrase  "May  Peace  Prevail  on  Earth"  in  several 
languages  on  the  pole.  The  Board  along  with  the  Historic  District  Commission 
I  approved  the  pole,  which  now  sits  at  the  foot  of  the  Brewster  Gardens  Bridge. 

Finally,  2002  saw  the  return  of  the  Thanksgiving  Parade.  Thousands  of 
residents  and  visitors  alike  gathered  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving  to 
celebrate  the  holiday  season  and  the  return  of  many  marching  bands  and  local 
organizations  showing  their  pride. 
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TOWN  MANAGER 


2002  continued  the  long  history  of  challenge  and  change  in  Plymouth.  Chief 
among  these  is  the  challenge  to  do  more  with  less  while  trying  to  make  the  less 
more.  This  means  maintaining  conservative  budgets  while  trying  to  increase 
revenue  to  the  town  that  does  not  come  on  the  backs  of  our  citizens.  This  effort 
is  further  challenged  by  coming  at  a  time  when  we  have  more  and  more  residents, 
many  of  whom  have  children  in  our  schools,  but  all  of  whom  have  need  for 
services  from  the  town.  As  has  often  been  said,  nothing  good  comes  easily  and 
that  certainly  holds  for  good  government  in  Plymouth.  However,  the  town 
continues  to  make  strides  toward  successfully  managing  all  of  its  challenges. 

Some  of  the  notable  events  of  2002  are: 

> 

•  Economic  Development: 

The  town  continued  its  commitment  to  economic  development  through  its 
involvement  in  the  public/private  partnership  established  through  the  Plymouth 
Regional  Economic  Development  Foundation.  That  group  has  brought  forth  a 
variety  of  initiatives,  including  Tax  Increment  Financing  agreements  that  will  make 
Plymouth  more  competitive  in  attracting  new  businesses  and  keeping  existing 
businesses  in  town,  as  well  as  working  to  market  Plymouth  in  other  ways.  The 
Foundation  has  also  begun  discussions  with  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  in 
hopes  of  assisting  them  in  the  development  of  airport  owned  land  for  economic 
development.  The  Foundation's  goal  continues  to  be  to  provide  programs  that  will 
retain  or  increase  local  tax  revenues,  provide  new  employment  opportunities,  and 
foster  business  in  Plymouth. 

With  the  passage  of  a  special  act  by  the  Massachusetts  legislature,  the 
Plymouth  Development  Corporation  also  was  established  this  year.  Working  with 
the  town  and  the  Foundation,  this  Corporation  will  address  parking  and  other 
infrastructure  needs  in  the  downtown/harbor  business  district. 

•  Renovation  of  Memorial  Hall 

The  renovation  of  Memorial  Hall  was  finally  completed  this  year.  The  town 
has  entered  another  public/private  partnership  by  contracting  with  the  Radisson 
Hotel  of  Plymouth  to  professionally  manage  Memorial  Hall.  It  is  expected  that  this 
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joint  venture  will  bring  quality  events  to  Memorial  Hall,  thus  increasing  non-tax 
revenue  to  the  town,  while  providing  a  venue  for  local  events  that  the  town  can 
point  to  with  pride. 

•  New  Senior  Center 

The  town's  renovations  of  the  former  CURA  Visiting  Nurse  building  at  89 
;  Court  Street  for  use  as  a  senior  center  have  been  plagued  by  problems  in  design, 
'  concealed  conditions  and  funding.   It  is  hoped  that  in  2003  this  facility  will  be 

ready  to  serve  our  seniors  with  a  facility  that  will  provide  three  times  as  much 

useable  space  in  a  handicapped  accessible  building. 

•  Communication  Towers  and  Antennae 

The  town  has  several  negotiated  lease  arrangements  with 
telecommunication  carriers  for  space  on  several  town  properties.  These 
agreements  will  generate  millions  in  revenue  over  the  20-year  life  of  the  leases. 

•  Bond  Rating  Upgrade 

In  October,  the  town  was  visited  by  representatives  of  Standard  and  Poor's 
(S&P)  who  were  reviewing  the  town's  financial  condition  and  its  management  for 
rating  by  that  agency.  A  change  in  the  town's  bond  rating  has  a  direct  impact  on 
the  cost  of  borrowing  money.  An  improved  rating  saves  the  town  thousands  of 
dollars  each  time  it  borrows  money  to  support  large  capital  projects. 

When  S&P  completed  their  tour  and  presentation  by  the  Town  Manager  and 
members  of  the  Finance  and  Planning  and  Development  departments,  they 
praised  the  town's  economic  development  progress  and  conservative  budgeting 
practices.  When  the  new  rating  was  announced,  the  town  had  been  upgraded  to 
a  AA-  rating.  While  the  AA  recognized  the  progress  the  town  has  made,  the  minus 
recognized  the  need  to  continue  efforts  due  to  the  loss  of  revenue  the  town  will 
receive  from  Boston  Edison  over  the  next  several  years 

•  Disposal  of  Spent  Fuel  from  Nuclear  Power  Plant 

In  April,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  Kenneth  Tavares,  Selectman 
David  Rushforth  and  the  Town  Manager  visited  Yucca  Mountain  in  Nevada  to  view 
the  site  that  the  President  had  approved  for  the  future  storage  of  spent  nuclear 
fuel.  This  fuel,  some  of  which  is  currently  stored  on  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power 
tation  site,  has  been  the  subject  of  controversy  for  many  years.  The  federal 
overnment  has  collected  millions  of  dollars  from  the  energy  companies  and 
ade  a  commitment  decades  ago  to  find  a  site  for  this  spent  fuel  that  was  safe, 
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thus  relieving  communities  from  continuing  to  house  this  potentially  dangerous 
material  within  their  borders.  This  year,  as  a  result  of  a  strong  lobbying  effort  by 
many  groups,  including  the  town  of  Plymouth,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
finally  approved  the  Yucca  Mountain  location.  While  the  actual  transportation  of 
Plymouth's  spent  fuel  to  Yucca  Mountain  is  still  many  years  away  and  not  without 
obstacles,  the  approval  by  Congress  is  a  large  step  fon^/ard  to  resolving  this  long 
standing  issue. 

•  Twinning  Agreement  with  Plymouth  England 

As  part  of  the  sister  city  agreement  the  town  has  established  with  the  City  of 
Plymouth  United  Kingdom,  the  Lord  Mayor,  Lady  Mayoress  and  a  member  of  their 
top  staff  visited  Plymouth  in  May.  With  the  generosity  of  individual  selectmen  and 
their  wives  and  several  local  businesses,  the  town  hosted  these  dignitaries  in  fine 
style  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  This  visit  helped  solidify  the  many  governmental 
and  business  connections  established  when  town  representatives  visited 
Plymouth,  England  in  2001  as  well  as  other  organizational  contacts  that  have 
been  made. 

•  Personnel  Changes 

There  were  also  many  personnel  changes  in  2002.  Notable  among  those 
were  the  retirement  of  Fire  Chief  Tom  Fugazzi  and  the  appointment  of  Deputy 
Chief  Jim  Pierson  to  the  position  of  Fire  Chief.  In  addition,  Director  of  Planning 
and  Development  Jack  Lenox  left  Plymouth  for  a  position  in  Maryland  and  former 
Town  Planner  and  Assistant  Town  Manager  Lee  Hartmann  returned  as  the  new 
Director.  Also  veteran  Recreation  Director  Jack  Medeiros  retired  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  We  will  miss  all  those  who  left  town  service  but  welcome  those  who  replace 
them. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  elected  and  appointed  officials,  town  employees 
and  the  residents  of  Plymouth,  we  are  continuing  to  work  together  to  ensure  the 
town's  future  financial  stability,  provide  quality  services  for  the  public,  protect  our 
environment  and  our  historical  heritage  and  create  opportunity  for  our  commercial 
and  industrial  partners.  With  ongoing  efforts  in  all  these  areas  we  will  help 
Plymouth  continue  to  be  a  wonderful  place  to  live  and  work. 
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TOWN  CLERK 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Town  Clerk's  Department  is  to  maintain 
and  produce  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to  provide  copies  of 
them  for  internal  and  external  use.  Also,  it  serves  the  public  by  directing 
them  to  appropriate  offices  within  town  government  through  the 
switchboard  and  mail  services.  It  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Voting 
Registrars  to  maintain  lists  of  town  residents  and  to  conduct  elections. 

The  Clerk's  office  seeks  to  combine  honesty,  efficiency,  and  a  pleasant 
demeanor  in  conducting  its  work  to  serve  constituencies  in  the  present  and 
former  citizens  of  Plymouth,  the  other  offices  of  town  government,  offices 
in  county,  state  and  national  government,  and  researchers  around  the 
world. 

Elections  dominated  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  agenda  during  2002.    In  a 
growing  town,  processing  voter  registrations  for  three  elections  during  the  year 
I  absorbed  staff  time.  The  work  was  borne  out  in  higher  voter  turnouts,  particularly 
for  the  town  election. 

What  had  been  a  stream  of  new  subdivisions  providing  new  addresses 
became  a  deluge  in  2002,  necessitating  an  updated  street/precinct  guide 
produced  by  new  staff  member,  Angela  Cohen.  February  saw  production  of  a 
'new  street  map  of  Plymouth,  showing  the  precincts  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  2001.  The  clerk's  office  expended  hundreds  of  hours  of  work 
making  sure  that  all  streets  appeared  on  the  map  and  paper  streets  disappeared. 
The  office  sold  505  copies,  almost  making  back  the  publication  cost  of  the  maps 
and  keeping  countless  citizens  from  getting  lost. 

The  staff  experienced  stability  with  no  changes  outside  the  census  data 
jentry  clerk.  Laurence  Pizer,  the  Town  Clerk,  was  reelected  president  of  the 
Massachusetts  Town  Clerks'  Association  for  his  second  and  final  term.

PART  I:  MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Human  Resources  Department  is  to  contribute  to 
the  achievement  of  the  Town's  goals  and  objectives  by  increasing 
organizational  effectiveness;  to  promote  positive  employee  relations 
through  improved  communication  and  a  team  approach  to  resolving  issues; 
to  provide  fair  and  equitable  systems  for  hiring,  promotion,  compensation 
and  classification;  to  provide  assistance  and  advocacy  to  employees  and 
retirees  through  the  management  of  benefit  programs;  to  encourage  the 
professional  development  of  employees  through  education  and  training 
programs;  to  assist  managers  and  supervisors  in  improving  employee 
relations  and  effective  contract  administration;  and  to  provide  a  fair  and 
open  working  environment  which  encourages  collaboration. 

PART  II:  SUMMARY  OF  ACTIVITIES 

The  major  training  program  this  year  was  "Interventions  and  Strategies  for 
Workplace  Violence".  This  was  an  intensive  program  developed  and 
implemented  in  collaboration  with  the  towns  of  Duxbury,  Mashpee,  Kingston,  and 
Falmouth  and  directed  by  Jim  Hardeman.  The  program  began  with  "Awareness 
and  Education"  for  supervisors  and  all  other  employees.  This  was  followed  by 
'Train  the  Trainer"  programs  with  selected  employees  participating  who  will 
provide  continuing  education  for  employees  on  an  annual  basis.  More  follow-up 
programs  will  be  offered  in  2002.  In  addition,  there  was  training  for  a  Critical 
Incident  Team  who  would  respond  to  untoward  and  unexpected  incidences  of 
violence  in  the  workplace.  This,  too,  was  a  selected  group  of  interested 
employees  who  were  willing  to  participate  in  this  important  activity. 

The  town  and  school  have  been  working  closely  with  the  Insurance  Advisory 
Committee  exploring  options  to  reduce  health  care  costs  to  both  the  town  and  the 
employees.  A  special  sub-committee  was  formed  with  assistance  from  the  town's 
Health  Insurance  Consultants  to  work  in  greater  detail  on  the  issue.  In  the  next 
fiscal  year,  the  Human  Resource  Department  expects  some  important  changes 
will  be  recommended. 

This  year  was  a  period  of  stability  for  current  town  employees.  New  hires 
kept  pace  with  retirements  and  resignations.  While  the  numbers  of  new  hires  and 
retirements  are  small,  this  is  not  expected  to  continue  as  the  employee  population 
is  aging  and  more  retirements  will  become  effective  in  the  ensuing  years.  The 
statistical  summary  below  demonstrates  these  changes  and  trends.

The  Mission  of  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  to  promote,  foster, 
^    advance  and  improve  the  common  interests  and  conditions  of  General 
Aviation  in  this  community  and  in  the  local  areas;  to  promote  the  airport  as 
a  gateway  into  Plymouth  for  companies  and  individuals  to  conduct 
business  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to  be  and  integral  part  of  a  National 
^    Transportation  system;  to  provide  a  location  for  business  and  recreational 
1^    flight  operations,  flight  schools,  air  charter,  avionics  shops,  maintenance 
facilities,  and  other  compatible  aviation  and  industrial  uses;  to  enhance  the 
^  I  safety  of  flight  as  directed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  and  the 
I  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  along  with  local  rules  and  regulations 
governing  flying  operations. 

The  Airport  Commission's  primary  goal  is  to  operate  the  airport  in  the  safest, 
most  efficient,  and  compatible(What  does  compatible  mean  in  this  context?) 
manner  possible.  The  Plymouth  Airport  is  a  General  Aviation  Airport  providing  the 
local  residents  and  businesses  access  to  the  National  Air  Transportation  system. 
As  a  gateway  to  the  community,  the  airport  offers  an  entrance  point  for  business, 
recreation,  and  tourism.  Many  of  the  major  businesses  in  the  area  and  their 
customers  utilize  the  airport  for  their  transportation  needs.  Most  of  the  aircraft 
using  the  facility  are  4-12  seat  single  and  twin  engine  aircraft  types.  The  activity 
is  estimated  to  be  approximately  75,000  aircraft  movements  per  year  and  has 
been  relatively  steady  for  several  years. 


The  Plymouth  Airport  is  home  to  some  155  aircraft,  used  for  business, 
recreation  and  public  safety.  Boston  Medflight  Helicopters  continues  to  be  a  very 
active  tenant  on  the  airport,  providing  emergency  medical  helicopter  service  to 
area  residents  in  times  of  medical  emergencies.  Medflight  operates  an  average  of 
4-6  flights  per  day  responding  to  the  emergency  medical  needs  of  the  residents 
of  the  Plymouth  and  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  area.  The  Plymouth  Airport 
is  also  the  headquarters  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  Air  Wing,  with  three 
based  helicopters  and  one  airplane.  The  Air  Wing  is  active  in  air  search,  air 
rescue,  and  anti-terrorism  and  interfaces  with  various  Federal,  State  and  Local 
law  enforcement  agencies.  Medflight  and  the  State  Police  Air  Wing  are  valued 
tenants  on  the  Plymouth  Airport.  Both  contribute  greatly  to  the  health  and  safety 
to  our  community.  The  Plymouth  County  Fire  plane  is  also  based  and  operated 
from  the  Plymouth  Airport,  providing  critical  assistance  to  the  local  fire 
departments  during  periods  of  high  fire  danger  to  locate  forest  fires  within  the 
county.  This  service  has  proved  most  valuable,  as  Plymouth  County  has  become 
more  built  up  in  recent  years,  by  reducing  the  response  time  for  fire  personnel  to 
forest  fires..  This  past  year  the  fire  plane  was  very  active  due  to  the  extremely  low 
rainfall  amounts  during  the  spring  and  summer  months.  The  airport  is  home  to 
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twenty-one  private  businesses,  employing  nnore  than  175  persons.  These 
businesses  offer  services  including  flight  schools,  aircraft  maintenance,  aircraft 
sales,  corporate  flight  departments  etc.  j 

The  Airport  Commission  and  airport  staff  continue  to  work  diligently  to 
operate  the  airport  in  the  most  environmentally  compatible  manner  possible,  as  a 
good  neighbor,  and  as  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  Airport  has  an 
active  noise  abatement  program,  which  continues  to  educate  both  based  and 
transient  pilots  as  to  noise  sensitive  areas  and  means  to  minimize  noise  in| 
general. 

For  the  coming  year  the  Airport  Commission  has  proposed  several  projects 
including  additional  security  fencing  and  gate  controlled  access  with  cameras  as  j 
part  of  our  continuing  improvement  of  airport  security.  The  airport  also  plans  to  i 
update  the  general  navigation  aids  to  the  airport  to  minimize  missed  approaches  I 
to  the  airport  during  cloudy  weather.  As  part  of  the  Commission's  continuing 
commitment  to  operate  a  safe  and  environmentally  sound  operation,  the  Airport 
has  installed  twelve  ground  water  monitoring  wells  located  around  the  Airport 
property  to  monitor  the  aquifer  on  airport  property.  These  test  wells  are  tested 
periodically  to  protect  the  town  property. 

The  airport  staff  is  very  active  in  providing  tours  for  school  groups  and  other 
civic  groups.  The  airport  is  very  popular  for  sightseeing  flights  by  helicopter  or 
airplane.

The  mission  of  the  Finance  &  Accounting  Division  of  the  Department

Fiscal  Year  2002  brought  many  challenges  to  the  Finance  and  Accounting 
Division.  Capital  projects  such  as  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  Construction 
and  School  Renovations  required  greater  involvement  with  state  agencies 
including  the  Massachusetts  Water  Pollution  Abatement  Trust  (MWPAT)  and  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Board  (SBAB).  Both  alliances  proved  beneficial,  as 
I  the  town  received  over  $15,000,000  in  low  interest  or  no  interest  loans  form 
^'  .  MWPAT  and  nearly  one  million  dollars  in  school  construction  reimbursements 
form  SBAB. 

'•  Many  departments  were  successful  in  attracting  state  and  federal  grants  to 

fund  programs  that  would  othenA^ise  not  be  available  in  the  town's  operating 
budget.  During  FY  2002,  the  town  received  more  than  $9,600,000  in  grants,  this, 
in  addition  to  the  $27,700,000  in  Local  Aid.  All  of  this  resulted  in  increased 
workloads  for  the  division  to  assure  that  funds  were  accounted  for  properly  as  well 
'    as  making  sure  the  process  complied  with  all  Massachusetts  General  Laws.

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►  ADVISORY  AND  FINANCE  COMMIHEE 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  to  consider, 
review,  and  present  all  matters  proposed  to  be  acted  on  at  all  Town 
r     Meetings.  The  Advisory  and  Finance  committee  has  full  authority  at  any 
time  to  investigate  the  town's  management,  books,  records,  and  all 
department  accounts. 

The  Advisory  and  Finance  committee  began  its  preparation  for  Fiscal  Year 
2003  in  early  August.  The  main  focus  of  the  committee  was  to  balance  a  3% 
budget  increase  with  keeping  services  at  an  acceptable  level.  That  balancing  act 
was  done  with  the  loss  of  Boston  Edison  payments  in  2008  as  a  backdrop.  The 
Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  is  responsible  for  gathering,  analyzing,  and 
advising  Town  Meeting  on  the  best  course  of  action  for  the  town.  In  order  to 
provide  this  due  diligence,  the  committee  assigned  the  budgets  and  warrant 
articles  into  their  respective  sub-committees.  This  task  is  a  daunting  one  and  only 
through  the  dedication,  commitment,  and  determination  of  the  committee 
members  is  it  possible. 
J-  As  the  review  process  proceeded,  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee 

found  that  much  of  the  committee's  time  was  spent  on  the  school  budget.  Given 
r  the  previous  tight  budgets,  the  school  department  would  be  facing  severe 
reduction  in  services  if  forced  to  comply  with  a  3%  budget  increase.  A  3%  budget 
increase  would  mean  drastic  changes  for  the  school  system  and  its  students 
including  busing  fees,  no  after  school  programs,  and  reduction  or  elimination  of 
many  day-to-day  programs.  The  school  sub-committee  worked  tirelessly  to 
!  review  all  aspects  of  the  school  budget.  In  the  end  the  Advisory  and  Finance 
Committee  recommended  a  budget  that  was  greater  than  the  3%  recommended 
by  town  management.  Town  Meeting  choose  not  to  accept  the  committee's 
advice  and  only  approved  a  3%  increase.  Unfortunately,  that  decision  resulted  in 
many  of  the  cuts  that  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  was  concerned  about. 

The  committee  also  advised  town  meeting  on  many  other  issues  this  year 
including;  tax  exemptions  for  the  blind,  redevelopment  of  waterfront  property, 
replacement  of  Carter's  Bridge  in  South  Plymouth,  health  insurance  for  military 
personal,  and  several  Zoning  Bylaw  changes.  The  committee  had  to  and  will 
continue  to  balance  between  fiscal  conservatism  and  creating  a  community  of 
which  Plymouth  residents  can  be  proud. 

All  the  budgets  for  all  the  departments  were  tight  with  very  little  excess.  The 
department  heads  have  done  a  great  job  of  continuing  to  stay  within  the 
recommended  budget  increase  as  their  costs  have  continued  to  rise.  It  should  be 
clearly  remarked  that  the  Town  of  Plymouth  is  in  the  great  position  it  is  in  due  to 
the  hard  work  of  its  department  heads,  town  management,  and  town  employees. 

There  were  few  changes  to  the  committee  in  the  previous  year.  The 
committee  did  however  loose  one  important  and  long-standing  member,  Don 
Boudreau.  The  committee  would  like  to  thank  Don  for  his  tireless  effort  and  vast 
experience.  The  committee  was  comprised  of  experienced  members  having 
been  on  the  committee  for  two  or  more  years  and  many  serving  in  excess  of  five 
years.  The  committee  would  also  like  to  give  special  thanks  to  Pamela  Borgatti 
for  all  her  help  in  making  a  difficult  task  seem  simple.

I  computer  service  to  town  personnel  in  order  to  maintain  data  integrity  and 
I  computer  literacy,  through  support,  training  and  knowledge.  Also  to  evolve 
i  as  a  team  player  to  all  departments  with  an  open  communication  policy;  to 
efficiently  and  effectively  utilize  all  resources  with  regard  to  computer 
hardware  and  software  to  benefit  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Goals  of  the  Division  are: 

j  •  To  maintain  a  wide  area  network  connecting  all  town  buildings. 

•  To  train  town  personnel  on  the  use  of  new  computer  technologies. 

•  To  support  and  maintain  the  town's  wide  area  network. 

•  To  enhance  all  the  town's  computer  applications. 

This  Division  continues  to  be  responsible  for  130  workstations  throughout 
I  the  Town.  Eighteen  buildings  are  connected  by  either  cable  or  nnodem  access. 
The  town  continues  to  use  Microsoft  Office  97  for  the  town's  office  automation 
software  and  Microsoft  Windows  NT  for  the  Operating  System.

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►  PROCUREMENT  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Procurement  Division  is  to  procure  goods  and 
services  on  behalf  of  the  Town  in  an  efficient,  ethical,  and  impartial  manner 
while  ensuring  compliance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  related  to 
procurement. 

The  town  has  a  centralized  purchasing  system  to  contract  for  standard 
services  and  supplies  used  by  many  departments/divisions,  thereby  taking 
advantage  of  the  low  prices  obtained  through  bulk  purchasing.  The  Procurement 
Division  is  responsible  for  all  activities  related  to  acquiring  these  services  and 
supplies  for  all  departments/divisions.  This  responsibility  includes  overseeing  the 
solicitation,  opening  and  evaluation  of  bids  and  proposals,  recommendation  of 
contract  award(s)  to  the  Town  Manager,  and  contract  development  and  execution. 
This  division  ensures  that  contracting  practices  are  in  compliance  with  state  laws. 

In  2002,  there  were  twenty-nine  bids  produced  by  this  office.  The  most 
notable  were  a  school  feasibility  study,  renovations  to  89  Court  Street,  Memorial 
Hall  management,  masonry  remediation  at  Plymouth  South  Middle  School,  re- 
construction of  the  Cedarville  Transfer  Station,  and  the  next  phase  of  the  Standish 
Avenue  water  mains.  All  current  bids  and  bid  results  are  posted  on  the  Town's 
website  at  TownofPlymouth.org. 

The  division  is  progressing  with  the  inventory,  appraisal,  and  property 
control  system  for  fixed  asset  accounting,  property  records  and  insurable  items  in 
preparation  for  compliance  with  the  Government  Accounting  Standards  Board 
(GASB)  Statement  34. 
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►  TREASURY/COLLECTION  DIVISIONS 


It  is  the  mission  of  this  office  to  serve  the  public  in  a  professional 
manner  while  maintaining  the  important  cash  flow  to  the  town.  The 
Treasurer/Collection  Division  is  responsible  for  collecting  real  estate, 
personal  property  and  excise  taxes  as  well  as  fees  for  water  and  sewer  use, 
trailer  park  usage,  municipal  lien  certificates  and  in  lieu  of  tax  payments  due 
the  town.  The  Treasurer/Collector  Division  banks  and  reports  cash 
receipts.  Funds  are  released  when  properly  authorized.  The 
Treasurer/Collector  division  receives  and  provides  for  the  custody  of  the 
town's  cash  with  strict  consideration  to  safety,  liquidity,  and  earnings.  The 
Treasurer/Collector  borrows  funds  for  authorized  projects  only  as  needed 
and  at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  town.  The  Treasurer/Collector  Division 
maintains  and  pursues  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  in  a  manner  that 
is  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  and  the  community  as  a  whole. 

Treasury/Collection  recorded  a  total  of  $171,264,052.95  of  receipts  and 
$1 73,864626.24  of  disbursements  during  fiscal  year  2002.  The  cash  needs  of  the 
town  were  maintained  without  the  use  of  any  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue. 
All  funds  are  continually  invested  in  various  short-term  instruments  with  the 
exception  of  the  town's  Trust  Funds  that,  by  law,  are  allowed  to  be  invested  on  a 
longer  basis.The  largest  committed  revenue  source  of  the  town  is  the  real  estate 
and  personal  property  tax.  The  committed  amount  for  fiscal  2002  was 
$76,393,522.  As  of  June  30,  2002,  98%  of  this  amount  has  been  collected.  The 
office  continues  with  an  aggressive  collection  policy,  as  allowed  by  law.  Liens  and 
court  action  is  used  when  necessary  for  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes. 
The  water  shut  off  policy  is  pursued  for  delinquent  water/sewer  accounts  and  the 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  is  notified  for  non-renewal  of  licenses  for  delinquent 
excise  taxes. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  INSPECTIONAL 
SERVICES 


►  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


The  Mission  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth's  Building  Department  Is  to 
enforce  all  applicable  codes  in  order  to  ensure  a  safe  environment  for  the 
community,  along  with  presenting  a  caring  and  efficient  team  that! 
understands  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Staying 
updated  on  all  pertinent  literature  gives  us  the  ability  to  provide 
professional  and  non-conflicting  answers  and  information  for  the  general 
public  and  fellow  employees. 

The  year  2002  was  another  busy  year  in  the  department.  Approximately  350 
living  units  were  built,  but  the  total  number  of  permits  for  all  aspects  of 
construction  was  over  7000.  For  the  fourth  year  in  a  row,  the  amount  of  money 
brought  in  by  Inspectional  Services  was  over  a  million  dollars. 

The  Pinehills  project  was  in  full  swing  during  the  year.  Of  the  350  living  units 
permits  issued,  109  were  directly  related  to  the  Pinehills  development.  The 
Department  anticipates  that  Pinehills  will  be  starting  a  number  of  the  commercial 
buildings  in  the  very  near  future  also. 

Although  a  greater  portion  of  the  permits  were  residential,  there  was  a  lot  of 
activity  on  the  commercial  and  industrial  side.  A  number  of  local  business 
expanded  as  well  as  a  number  of  new  businesses  moving  in  and  building  new 
buildings.  The  department  expects  that  to  continue  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Inspectional  Services  Department  oversees  an  important  aspect  of 
town  government.  The  department  encourages  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to 
address  their  questions  and  concerns  anytime.  The  department  works  best 
protecting  the  citizens  interest  when  the  public  is  well  informed.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PLANNING  AND 
DEVELOPMENT 


The  mission  of  the  consolidated  Department  of  Planning  and 
Development  is  to  coordinate  all  planning,  community,  and  economic 
development  activities  of  all  town  government  agencies.  This  department 
is  to  provide  a  comprehensive  vision  of  the  town's  long-range  goals,  and  to 
administer  local  development  controls  in  a  fair  and  equitable  manner 
consistent  with  those  goals.  Specific  programs  are  to  be  designed  and 
implemented  to  achieve  these  ends. 

The  department  said  goodbye  to  three  valued  employees  in  the  year  2002. 
Planning  and  Development  Director,  John  F.  Lenox,  left  for  a  new  position  in 
Maryland,  Curt  Bellavance  left  to  take  a  position  of  Town  Planner  for  the  city  of 
Methuen,  and  Administrative  Secretary,  Clare  G.  Stella,  left  to  pursue  a  new 
career.  The  department  will  miss  these  employees,  but  wishes  them  all  great 
■  success  in  their  new  endeavors. 

The  department  welcomed  back  Lee  Hartmann  as  Director  of  Planning  and 
Development.  In  this  new  position,  Mr.  Hartmann  brings  his  vast  knowledge  of 
the  town  and  this  department.  Dean  Rizzo  was  hired  as  Preservation  and 
Development  Planner,  and  Valerie  Massard  was  hired  as  the  Conservation 
Planner  for  the  department.  Eileen  Hawthorne  filled  the  vacancy  as 
Administrative  Secretary. 

This  department  seeks  to  balance  the  overall  public  good  with  individual 
rights  and  interests.  As  professional  support  staff,  reliable  guidance  and 
assistance  is  to  be  provided  to  boards,  agencies,  citizens,  and  other  town 
departments.  This  department  served  as  staff  support  for  seventeen  local 
j  committees  throughout  this  year,  consisting  of  over  100  volunteer  members. The 
'  year  2002  was  the  tenth  full  year  of  operation  for  this  consolidated  department. 
Responsibility  includes  supervision  and  coordination  of  town  agencies  related  to 
subdivision  control,  land  acquisition,  conservation,  redevelopment  and 
revitalization,  zoning  appeals,  design  review,  historic  preservation,  affordable 
housing,  and  economic  development.  This  was  the  eighth  full  year  operating  with 
a  consolidated  budget,  demonstrated  to  be  an  effective  means  of  assuring  fiscal 
accountability  and  efficiency. 

The  Planning  Board  reviewed  many  plans  in  the  year  2002.  The  results  of 
their  actions  include  the  following:

Working  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Planning  &  Development, 
individual  boards  and  agencies  continually  strive  to  work  together  more  closely. 
Of  continued  significance  this  year  was  the  progress  made  working  in  conjunction 
with  our  neighboring  cities  and  towns.  Plymouth  continues  to  work  with  other 
southeastern  Massachusetts  communities  in  working  as  part  of  Vision  2020  Task 
Force.  The  town  also  continued  as  an  active  participant  in  work  with  Wareham 
and  Carver  in  regard  to  the  future  of  the  mammoth  Makepeace  Property  holdings 
along  the  tri-town  boundaries.  A  Regional  Aquifer  Advisory  Committee  has  been 
started. 


►  CEDARVILLE  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  Cedarville  Master  Plan  is  a  long  range  plan.  This  shall  be  the 
principal  basis  for  capital  investment,  growth  management,  community 
development,  and  economic  development  for  the  village.  The  Cedarville 
community  has  stated  that  Cedarville  should  remain  a  relatively  small  rural 
center  primarily  providing  basic  services  to  the  surrounding  residential 
neighborhoods.  And  to  boldly  go  where  no  Steering  Committee  has  gone 
before. 

The  year  2002  has  been  a  busy  and  productive  one  for  the  Cedarville 
Steering  Committee. 

Helping  the  town  to  keep  the  Cedarville  Transfer  Station  open  and  assisting 
in  renovations  was  one  of  the  most  important  accomplishments  of  the  steering 
committee.  The  renovated  Cedarville  Transfer  Station  should  open  to  the  public 
in  the  middle  of  January,  2003. 

With  the  help  of  State  Representative  Vinny  deMacedo  the  committee 
successfully  petitioned  the  state  to  reduce  the  speed  limit  on  State  Road  in  the 
Village  Center  from  40  to  35  MPH.  The  Committee  and  the  community  wishes  to 
thank  Representative  Vinny  deMacedo  for  all  his  efforts. 
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The  Committee  welcomes  Andy  Cimbron's  Power  House  Gym  to  Cedarville. 
With  well  over1,000  members,  the  gym  provides  well  needed  facility  for  the 
residents  of  the  community. 

The  Committee  is  happy  to  announce  that  the  construction  on  Carters' 
Bridge  Road,  and  the  construction  of  the  Long  Pond  Road  sidewalk.  The  town 
anticipates  completing  these  projects  in  2003. 

The  committee  reviewed  the  proposed  expansion  at  the  site  of  the  Mobil 
Station  in  Cedarville  located  on  State  Road. 

Family  Day  festivities  at  the  Elmer  Raymond  Playground  were  a  huge 
success  this  year. 

The  Steering  Committee  is  presently  working  with  Eastern  Development 
Corporation,  on  a  proposed  commercial  development  (  Cedarville  Commons)  to 
be  located  on  the  former  Home  Depot  Site.  The  proposal  will  be  reviewed  by  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  the  near  future.  If  successful  this  will  replace  the 
proposed  Cedarville  Hills  LLC  40B  development. 

One  new  member,  Tim  Grandy,  was  added  to  the  committee  to  replace 
Philip  LaPointe.  We  thank  Philip  for  his  time  and  commitment  to  Cedarville  and 
we  also  welcome  Tim. 


►  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Community  Development  Office  (OCD)  is  to  secure 
and  administer  state  and  federal  grants  that  will  further  the  town's  planning 
and  development  objectives.  To  accomplish  this  mission,  OCD  must  seek 
out  and  coordinate  town  department,  outside  agency  and  public 
participation  in  the  process  by  which  grant-funding  programs  and  projects 
are  identified,  developed,  and  implemented,  including  the  leveraging  of 
town  and  private  dollars  wherever  required  or  appropriate;  achieve 
technical  proficiency  and  creativity  among  staff;  increase  internal 
awareness  of  and  respect  for  discretionary  grant  dollars  and  their  benefit  to 
the  community  at  large;  and  ensure  that  Plymouth's  community 
development  programs  are  the  most  comprehensive  and  best  managed 
among  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns. 

The  Office  of  Community  Development  continued  the  Housing  Services 
Program,  its  federally  funded  program  of  housing  rehabilitation  for  low  and 
moderate  income  homeowners.  In  2002,  twenty-three  rehabilitation  projects  were 
completed.  The  program  was  offered  town-wide,  and  the  individual  projects  were 
distributed  among  the  village  areas  in  the  following  manner:  West  Plymouth  -  7; 
Manomet  -  8;  Plymouth  Center  -  3;  North  Plymouth  -  2;  and  Cedarville/South 
Plymouth  -  3.    Eleven  units  involved  septic  repair/replacement. 
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In  addition,  the  Office  provided  financial  support  for  an  expansion  of  the 
outreach  program  of  Plymouth's  Office  of  Council  on  Aging.  This  project  initiates 
new  programs  for  elders  with  unmet  needs,  seeking  out  elders  who  are 
homebound  for  physical  reasons  or  located  in  remote  parts  of  town  where  it  is 
difficult  to  obtain  services  and  where  transportation  is  very  limited.  Elders  will  be 
assisted  in  accessing  public  benefits  through  a  variety  of  agencies  and 
organizations. 

The  Office  began  a  third  round  of  the  Title  V  Betterment  Loan  Program, 
which  is  administered  by  the  Office  of  Community  Development  and  assists 
homeowners  in  environmentally  sensitive  areas  of  town  to  repair  failed  septic 
systems.  A  total  of  fifty-seven  systems  have  been  upgraded  or  replaced  so  far, 
with  more  in  process. 


►  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  mission  of  tiie  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  wetlands 
and  resources  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  through  acquisition,  management, 
education,  and  regulation;  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  public  and  other 
governmental  agencies  in  protecting  our  natural  resources,  and  to  become 
an  educational  resource  for  the  public  and  town  agencies  both  through  a 
library  of  literature  and  through  the  collective  knowledge  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  members. 

A  healthy  natural  environment  improves  quality  of  life,  property  values,  and 
tourism.  The  citizens  of  Plymouth  have  a  right  to  air,  land,  and  water  free  of 
poisons  and  safe  for  passive  and  active  recreation.  But  people  also  have  a  right 
to  improve  their  property,  sometimes  resulting  in  jobs  and  a  stronger  tax  base  for 
the  town.  A  rich,  healthy  web  of  wildlife  can  withstand  the  rigors  imposed  upon  it 
by  the  rapid  pace  of  development  now  undenA/ay  in  Plymouth.  The  laws  protecting 
the  environment  and  the  rights  of  the  developer  are  complex,  and  the  knowledge 
of  what  makes  a  healthy  environment  is  equally  complex.  The  Conservation 
Commission  is  set  up  to  administer  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  other  local, 
state,  and  federal  laws  to  ensure  that  development  protects  and  enhances 
Plymouth's  natural  environment,  rather  than  destroying  it. 

The  Commission  is  charged  with  several  duties  including  the  protection  of 
inland  and  coastal  nature  resources,  and  the  acquisition  of  land  for  management. 
Benefits  provided  to  the  town  afford  protection  of  our  clean  water  supplies, 
protection  from  storm  damage,  flood  damage  control,  the  promotion  of  wildlife 
diversity,  and  recreational  opportunities.  It  must  also  follow  its  mandate  under  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  Wetlands  By-law,  Article  27,  and  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  131  s40  et  seq.  The  Commission  holds  public  hearings  on  Monday 
nights,  as  scheduled. 
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Pursuant  to  its  mandate,  the  Commission  acted  on  83  Notices  of  Intent 
(permit  requests  for  activity  within  areas  subject  to  Commission  jurisdiction)  and 
85  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  (to  determine  whether  a  proposed 
activity  is  likely  to  impact  a  resource  area).  Other  opinions  and  decisions  were 
made  as  requested.  Occasionally  enforcement  orders  were  issued  and  fines  were 
levied  and  collected. 

One  of  the  biggest  threats  to  Plymouth's  natural  beauty  is  the  rapid  pace  of 
local  property  development.  Valuable  resource  areas  that  protect  cranberry  bogs 
are  especially  endangered  as  the  widespread  and  prolonged  downturn  in 
cranberry  prices  forces  many  farmers  to  seek  other  uses  for  their  land.  The  high 
value  of  land  for  single-family  homes  in  wooded  areas  makes  these  upland 
spaces  and  their  associated  wetlands  particularly  attractive  to  developers. 

It  is  paradoxical  that  the  rural  beauty  that  makes  people  want  to  live  in 
Plymouth  results  in  its  own  greatest  threat.  Many  homeowners  new  to  the  area 
want  a  rustic  setting,  but  also  desire  a  classic  suburban  green  lawn  sloping  down 
to  a  manicured  shore.  The  fertilizers  and  pesticides  required  to  maintain  such  a 
lawn  are  bad  for  the  health  of  the  pond,  poisoning  beneficial  creatures  and 
causing  unpleasant  eutrophication.  The  manicured  edges  so  popular  on  a  shady 
tree-lined  street  are  out  of  place  along  a  waterfront,  depriving  the  local  inhabitants 
of  much-needed  shelter,  food,  and  nesting  materials. 

The  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  protects  the  inhabitants  of  the 
wetlands  by  requiring  a  buffer  zone  around  sensitive  areas.  The  Plymouth 
Conservation  Commission  wants  homeowners  to  enjoy  their  waterfront  property, 
and  can  provide  ideas  for  creating  an  attractive  natural  setting  for  a  human  home 
while  still  protecting  the  homes  of  the  creatures  that  share  the  waterfront  setting. 

The  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  seven  volunteer  members 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  ably  assisted  by  a  Field  Inspector  and 
Conservation  Secretary. 


►  DESIGN  REVIEW  BOARD 


The  mission  of  the  Design  Review  Board  is  to  assist  the  Planning 
Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  reviewing  applications  and  plans  for 
Special  Permits  for  residential  and  commercial  buildings.  In  addition,  the 
board  reviews  applications  and  plans  at  the  request  of  the  Building 
Inspector  for  most  commercial  exterior  building  construction.  All  decisions 
and  reports  are  advisory  only. 

The  board  reviews  applications  and  plans  in  accordance  with  the 
Appearance  Code,  which  focuses  on  design  principles  that  encourage  harmony 
and  compatibility.     Considered  are  exterior  issues  like  colors,  materials, 
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landscaping,  lighting,  signs,  location,  and  overall  appearance.  The  board  assists 
property  owners  with  the  fit  of  their  buildings  to  their  surroundings,  and 
encourages  appropriate  landscape  treatment  to  soften  the  appearance  of  parking 
areas  and  buildings  from  the  public  street.  The  Board  also  reviews  larger  projects 
subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  in  accordance  with  the 
Environmental  Design  criteria. 

Five  appointed  professionals,  including  architects,  a  landscape  architect, 
and  a  historian,  make  up  the  board. 

This  year's  project  list  included  review  of  the  Brewster  Park  Building,  the 
Boys  and  Girls  Club,  various  cell  towers,  gravel  removal  projects  for  cranberry 
bogs  and  building  construction,  a  hotel  and  service  station  near  the  new  route  44, 
the  proposed  shopping  center  in  Cedarville,  three  multi-family  dwelling  proposals, 
and  other  commercial  projects.  The  board  also  reviewed  a  number  of  single- 
family  residential  special  permit  applications. 

The  Design  Review  Board  looks  fonA/ard  to  another  busy  year  as  we  witness 
continued  townwide  growth. 


►  OFFICE  OF  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 


The  Plymouth  Regional  Economic  Development  Foundation  was 
incorporated  in  March,  2001  as  a  Massachusetts  non-profit  corporation.  In  2002, 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  recognized  the  Foundation  as  a  501  (C),  (3)  tax- 
exempt  organization.  Its  affairs  are  managed  by  an  eleven  person  Board  of 
Trustees  appointed  by  the  Town,  the  Plymouth  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation  ("PIDC").  To  date,  the 
Foundation  has  been  funded  by  the  financial  contributions  of  the  Town  and  the 
PIDC. 

The  creation  of  the  Foundation  was  a  key  recommendation  of  the  RKG 
Economic  Development  Study.  Community  leaders,  even  prior  to  the  report,  had 
recognized  the  need  to  create  a  public/private  partnership  that  would  leverage 
financial  and  human  resources  for  quality  economic  development.  Since  its 
beginnings,  the  town  and  business  community  have  collaborated  through  the 
foundation  to  develop  a  shared  vision  of  long-range  economic  development 
objectives.  This  has  been  formally  developed  as  a  Program  of  Work  outlining 
specific  goals  and  objectives. 

2002  Accomplishments 

The  Foundation  can  point  to  a  number  of  significant  achievements  realized 
in  2002.  They  include: 

1.  Securing  the  $808,000  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Housing  &  Community  Development  for  additional  improvements  at 
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Memorial  Hall.  This  grant  will  open  the  entire  hall  to  year-round 
functions,  provide  for  higher  quality  live  performances,  and  improve 
pedestrian  access  and  fund  additional  structural  improvements.  The 
exciting  schedule  of  live  performances  at  the  enhanced  hall  will  generate 
increased  business  activity  in  the  downtown. 

2.  Shifting  the  use  of  the  Cedarville  site  proposed  for  Chapter  40B  housing 
to  commercial  activity.  If  developed  as  a  40  B  project,  the  site  would 
have  resulted  in  an  annual  projected  cost  to  the  town  of  $1,900,000. 
Instead,  the  development  of  a  shopping  center  by  Eastern  Development 
will  have  a  positive  annual  revenue  impact  of  $350,000  and  create 
approximately  200  jobs.  The  foundation  introduced  the  developer  to  the 
site  and  its  owner,  making  the  shopping  center  possible. 

3.  Guiding  eight  Economic  Target  Area  projects  through  the  town  approval 
process.  Among  the  eight  are  five  new  or  relocated  businesses  to 
Plymouth.  While  the  Marriott  Hotel  and  Conference  Center  is  not  yet  a 
reality,  the  Tax  Increment  Financing  agreement  offered  by  the  Town  is  a 
significant  factor  in  enticing  prospective  investors  and  lenders.  The 
foundation  is  optimistic  that  the  hotel  will  be  built  in  spite  of  market 
difficulties. 

4.  Continuing  progress  in  the  creation  of  a  relationship  to  assist  the  Airport 
Commissioners  in  marketing  vacant  land  at  the  airport. 

5.  Sheparding  the  Plymouth  Development  Corporation  into  legal  existence 
to  address  parking  and  other  infrastructure  needs  in  the  downtown. 

Idtj  Engines  of  Economic  Growth 

In  order  to  enhance  the  town's  property  tax  base  and  create  quality 
employment  opportunities,  the  foundation  has  assisted  and  supported 
development  at  the  locations  identified  by  the  RKG  Report  as  key  generators  of 
new  commercial  assessed  valuation.  These  areas  might  be  termed  "Engines  of 
%\\  Economic  Growth".  The  most  active  engines  are  Exit  5,  Route  44/lndustrial  Park, 
Cordage  Park,  and  the  Pinehills.  With  further  expected  declines  in  state  financial 
assistance,  it  is  imperative  that  the  foundation  place  additional  engines  "on  track". 
The  possible  candidates  are  the  Airport,  the  downtown  area  and  the  huge  tract  of 
land  at  Routes  495/25.  The  foundation  anticipates  that  a  significant  amount  of  its 
efforts  will  be  devoted  to  increasing  the  speed  of  quality  commercial  development 
on  vacant  airport  land.  The  foundation  will  also  continue  to  support  activities  that 
enhance  business  activity  and  increase  commercial  property  values  in  the 
downtown/waterfront  area.  Staff  support  will  be  provided  to  the  Plymouth 
Development  Corporation  as  it  addresses  parking  needs.  The  Harbor  Committee 
is  beginning  to  explore  the  concept  of  a  town-owned  marina  off  Water  Street  that 
might  generate  income  for  the  town  and  increased  business  activity  for  local 
merchants.  Finally,  The  foundation  will  solicit  new  ideas  from  local  and  national 
developers  as  to  potential  uses  of  the  495/25  area. 
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The  Vision 

Economic  development  is  a  long  term  and  continuing  process.  The 
Foundation  is  planning  ahead  at  least  ten  to  twenty  years  to  plan  its  goals  and 
mobilize  its  resources.  Plymouth  has  so  many  assets  that  it  would  be  the  envy  of 
most  other  communities.  The  challenge  is  to  reach  a  consensus  and  coordinate 
marketing,  land  use,  educational,  cultural  and  business  resources  to  maximize 
results. 

There  is  no  reason  why  Plymouth  cannot  have  an  even  more  vibrant 
downtown  acting  as  a  regional  center  for  the  entire  South  Shore  (a  smaller  scale 
Providence)  by  building  on  our  tourist  and  entertainment  base  such  as  the  live 
performances  scheduled  at  Memorial  Hall.  At  the  same  time,  the  foundation 
hopes  to  better  market  the  airport  as  a  location  for  companies  with  corporate 
aircraft  or  as  the  office  site  for  the  businessperson  who  loves  to  fly.  Having  it  all 
in  Plymouth  is  definitely  possible! 


►  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Historical  Commission  is  to  preserve, 
protect  and  document  the  historic  architectural  heritage  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth.  Legislated  protection  is  provided  for  historic  buildings  located 
In  the  Plymouth  Historic  District  in  the  downtown-harbor  area.  The  Historic 
District  is  a  local  and  national  treasure  of  our  country's  architecture  with  a 
variety  of  excellent  examples  spanning  three  centuries. 

The  Historic  District  Commission  met  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  in  Town  Hall  reviewing  fifty-four  proposals  for  commercial  signage  and 
residential/commercial  fagade  renovations  within  the  District. 


►  MANOMET  VILLAGE  STEERING  COMMIHEE 


Established  in  1991  by  Town  Meeting,  the  Manomet  Village  Steering 
Committee  continues  to  support  the  goals  and  objectives  of  its  Master  Plan. 
Meetings  are  held  at  the  Manomet  Library  on  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month  at 
7:00  p.m.  -  9:00  p.m.  Committee  officers  are  Lee  J.  Anderson,  Chair  and  Mary 
Jane  Calhoun,  Secretary.  The  seven-member  committee  has  addressed 
numerous  concerns  in  2002  and  supports  major  changes  for  2003. 

The  Steering  Committee  is  committed  to  the  community  as  the  village 
grows.  The  mission  of  the  Steering  Committee  is  to  be  a  part  of  the  management 
of  growth.  Examples  of  planning  issues  follow: 
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1.  Communication  cell  towers  in  residential  areas. 

2.  Wind  energy  towers 

3.  Manomet  intersection  study  and  survey,  3A  and  Manomet  Point  Rd 

4.  $250,000.00  funds  set  aside  by  state  for  traffic  light 

5.  Nuclear  regulatory  meeting  -  concerning  the  fan  pattern  of  security,  as 
the  Priscilla  Beach  area  to  be  affected  by  the  pattern  for  boat  access. 
Homeland  security  for  all  is  of  supreme  importance 

6.  Plymouth  Library  has  purchased  the  old  Rockland  Trust  building.  The 
library  is  most  needed  in  the  village  based  on  usage  in  the  community). 

7.  Dean  Rizzo,  Preservation  and  Development  Planner,  assists  as  a  good 
resource  person  to  the  committee. 

8.  Manomet  Steering  Committee  hosted  the  Master  Plan  Committee  -  the 
discussion  on  what  Manomet  residents  wanted  for  the  future  projected  to 
the  year  2020.  All  present  at  this  meeting  participated  in  a  detailed  and 
valuable  goal  visioning  and  goal  evaluation  worksheet. 

Looking  forward  to  2003  the  Committee  will  see  the  following 
concerns/priorities: 

Grand  opening  of  Jamie's  Restaurant;  Mayflower  Cooperative  Bank-second 
branch;  new  Manomet  Branch  Library;  Quintal  Farm  Stand;  addition  to  the  Star  of 
Siam  Restaurant;  expansion  of  Rose  &  Vicki's  Bakery-Sandwich  shop;  new  light 
($250,000  set  aside  from  the  state  Transportation  Bond  Bill)  the  light  will  be 
placed  at  the  intersection  of  3A  &  Point  road;  state  survey  completed  for  the 
installation  of  sidewalk  loop,  Taylor  Ave,  Point  Rd,  &  White  Horse  Beach  Rd; 
establishment  of  a  Village  Green;  signage  delineating  perimeters  of  the  Village 
(welcoming  people  to  Manomet);  preservation/protection  of  beaches  and  coastal 
estuaries;  preservation  of  green  space;  and  park  maintenance. 

The  members  of  the  Manomet  Steering  Committee  welcome  everyone  to 
attend  meetings  -  to  learn,  to  give  suggestions,  requests  and  concerns  affecting 
the  village  or  town. 


►  NORTH  PLYMOUTH  STEERING  COMMIHEE 


The  North  Plymouth  Steering  Committee,  working  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  assists  in  the  implementation  of  the 
North  Plymouth  Master  Plan  of  1992  and  advocates  for  the  needs  of  the 
area.  Seven  members  are  appointed  for  staggered  three-year  terms; 
meetings  are  held  on  the  second  Wednesdays  of  the  month. 

Throughout  the  year  the  committee  continued  to  meet  with  individuals  and 
groups  seeking  comments  on  and  approval  of  proposed  commercial  or  residential 
uses  that  would  affect  the  community.  As  appropriate,  recommendations  have 
been  conveyed  in  writing  to  the  Planning  Board  or  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 
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Requests  or  suggestions  for  neighborhood  improvements  have  been  made  to 
town  boards  and  departments.    The  Committee  and  its  members,  in  close ' 
association  with  the  very  active  Neighborhood  Watch,  have  continued  to  serve  as 
a  sounding  board  for  neighborhood  concerns  and  have  followed  up  directly  or^ 
indirectly.The  reconstruction  of  Court  Street  was  finally  completed  as  was  the  new  ; 
off-street  parking  lot,  with  such  street  furniture  as  benches  and  trash  barrels  to  be  . 
acquired  later  through  either  public  funds  or  private  donations.   The  ongoing 
Seaside  Trail  project  reached  another  milestone  when  ownership  was  turned  over 
to  the  town;  design  review  has  re-commenced  and  state  hearings  scheduled. 

The  first  "Christmas  in  North  Plymouth"  commemoration  was  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  Neighborhood  Watch  and  the  Loring  Community  Center, 
including  an  afternoon  open  house  at  the  work-in-progress  Center  and  an  evening 
tree-lighting  program  at  the  spruce  tree  on  Court  Street.  Both  activities  involved 
extensive  community  participation  and  appearances  by  the  Hedge  School 
Chorus. 

As  Town  Meeting  articles  are  proposed,  they  are  reviewed  by  the  Committee 
and  recommendations  conveyed  to  precinct  caucuses  as  appropriate.  Members 
continue  to  serve  in  other  town  or  community  capacities,  either  as  representatives 
of  the  steering  committee  or  as  individual  citizens,  thereby  providing  opportunities 
to  learn  from  and  contribute  to  a  larger  frame  of  reference  than  that  of  the  Village 
Center. 


►  PLYMOUTH  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 


Since  its  establishment  in  1959,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment 
Authority  has  continuously  worked  with  the  citizens  and  governing  body  of 
the  town  for  the  betterment  of  home  and  community.  In  retrospect,  the 
Authority  feels  that  it  has  and  continues  to  succeed  in  this  task.  It  is 
therefore  the  intent  of  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  to  continue 
to  be  a  people-oriented  agency,  to  continue  to  seek  out  the  best  possible 
loan  and  grant  programs  that  will  enable  families  and  individuals  in  the 
town  of  Plymouth  to  acquire,  and/or  through  housing  rehabilitation 
programs,  to  live  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing. 

During  the  year  2002  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  (PRA) 
continued  to  follow  its  Mission  Statement  of  helping  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing  for  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  by  expanding  and  adding  loan  and 
grant  programs.  The  PRA  continues  to  administer  loan  programs  offered  by 
MassHousing.  The  Get  the  Lead  Out  Program  continues  to  be  important  loan 
programs  for  homeowners  of  Plymouth.  In  August,  the  Authority  was  awarded  an 
additional  $198,750  Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  HOME  funds  that  are  used  by  qualified  citizens  of  Plymouth  for  down 
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payment  and  closing  cost  assistance  for  the  purchase  of  their  first  home.  Funds 
are  distributed  on  a  first  come  first  serve  basis  and  forgiven  over  a  5-year  period. 
Previous  awards  of  over  $250,000  have  been  allocated  to  Plymouth  first  time 
homebuyers.  The  Authority  continues  to  administer  Lead  Safe  funds,  which  are 
used  to  delead  homes  in  the  HOME  program.  These  funds  are  also  forgiven  over 
a  five-year  period.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  administers  the  Massachusetts 
Housing  Partnership  Soft  Second  Loan  program  and  was  awarded  an  additional 
$40,000  in  November  2002.  Through  the  program,  over  $122,000  of  public  funds 
have  been  used  to  subsidize  and  guarantee  loan  funds  for  first  time  homebuyers 
in  Plymouth.  The  PRA  participated  for  the  third  consecutive  year  in  the  Rural 
Housing  Loan  Partnership  Program  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  (USDA)  Rural  Housing  Service  and  Salem  Five  Mortgage  Company. 
As  partners,  the  USDA,  Salem  Five,  and  the  PRA  again  provide  funds  for  home 
purchases  in  Plymouth  at  subsidized  rates.  The  Authority  will  again  participate  in 
the  program  in  2003. 

Revere  Copper  Brownfields  Project:  The  PRA  is  in  the  process  of 
II  completing  a  thorough  site  assessment  of  the  project.  To  date,  the  data  from 
Atlantic  Technologies,  the  site  Licensed  Site  Professional,  indicates  that  the  site 
will  be  developable  to  its  maximum  potential.  The  PRA  has  engage  the  consulting 
fl  firm  RKG  to  provide  a  market/feasibility  study  to  determine  the  best  use  for  the 
site  which  would  insure  repayment  to  the  town  for  clean  up,  have  a  positive 
economic  impact,  and  be  compatible  with  current  and  proposed  uses. 

IMassDevelopment  and  the  State  Attorney  General's  Office  have  provided  grant 
and  deferred  payment  loans  for  the  project.  A  grant  is  pending  with  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  a  study  to  assess  recycling  options  of 
the  dismantling  of  the  structures  on  the  site. 

Summer  Street  Urban  Renewal  Area:  The  Trustees  of  48  Summer  Street 
finished  an  exterior  renovation  of  the  property  and  plan  an  extensive  interior 
renovation  for  2003.  The  Jenney  Grist  Mill,  now  re-opened  as  a  Museum  and 
milling  operation,  received  a  new  roof.  New  and  improved  signage  was  placed  at 
the  Summer  Street  entrance  to  the  mill  complex  area. 

The  Authority  diligently  reviews  all  other  properties  within  the  area  and  has 
contacted  and  worked  with  owners  and  investors  in  facilitating  compliance  with 
maintenance  standards. 

Counseling  Programs:  In  December  of  1999,  the  PRA  received  certification 
from  HUD  as  a  Comprehensive  Counseling  Agency.  The  Authority  focuses  its 
counseling  services  on  pre-purchase,  delinquency  and  foreclosure  avoidance, 
and  reverse  equity  mortgage  counseling.  In  2002,  PRA  counseled  more  than  180 
individuals  including  first  time  homebuyers  and  others  with  housing  problems.  Our 
first  time  homebuyer  seminar  series  is  increasingly  popular.  Families  and 
individuals  completing  the  course  become  eligible  for  low  interest  mortgages 
through  MHFA*****************What  is  MHFA?,  the  HOME  program,  the  Soft 
Second  Loan  Program,  the  USDA  Rural  Housing  Loan  Partnership,  and  various 
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other  institutional  loan  programs.  The  program  is  free,  thanks  to  grants  from  HUD 
and  the  USDA,  and  the  support  of  local  financial  institutions  and  businesses.  The 
Redevelopment  Authority  received  its  third  HUD  grant  this  year  for  $16,233  and 
also  continues  to  receive  generous  private  donations.  This  year  the  PRA  received 
its  first  USDA  Technical  support  grant  for  $46,700  for  two  years.  Town  funds  arej 
not  expended  on  this  program. 

General  PRA  Administration:  During  2002,  the  Authority  staff  responded  to' 
approximately  1500  inquires  regarding  programs  administered  by  this  office.  The 
PRA  Board  of  Directors  held  1 3  meetings  in  the  process  of  administering  Authority 
business.  An  Access  Database  system  was  further  developed  and  refined  for 
tracking  loans  and  client  and  a  Web  page  is  in  the  final  stages  of  completion. 

The  Authority  held  its  Annual  Meeting  and  election  of  officers  in  December. 
The  results  of  the  election  were  as  follows:

►  VISITOR  SERVICES  BOARD 


The  Visitor  Services  Board  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  serves  as  an 
advisory  board  to  the  Town  Manager  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
seven-member  board  is  charged  with  the  management  of  the  Town 
Promotion  (tourism)  Fund,  which  is  funded  wholly  by  a  percentage  of  the 
local/motel  rooms  tax.  The  Visitor  Services  Board  awards  funds  and  grants 
for  promotional  and  marketing  materials,  information  delivery,  events, 
activities  and  infrastructure  betterment  in  an  effort  to  maximize  the  quality 
of  Plymouth's  tourism  industry  for  the  benefit  of  residents  and  visitors 
alike. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  works  through  the  Planning  Department  with 
administrative  support  from  the  Office  of  Economic  Development. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  continued  to  work  with  town  departments,  the 
local  business  community,  historic  organizations,  and  event  organizers  to  sustain, 
improve  and  promote  Plymouth  as  a  tourist  destination.  In  addition,  the  board  is 
working  closely  with  the  Plymouth  Regional  Economic  Development  Foundation. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board,  through  the  Town  Promotions  Fund,  helped  to 
finance  many  special  svents.  These  included  the  July  4th  parade,  fireworks  and 
entertainment,  the  Waterfront  Festival,  Plymouth  Guild's  Art  Show,  Pilgrims' 
Progress,  the  Musician's  Union  Concert  Series,  Project  Arts  Concert  Series, 
Festival  Day,  the  Family  Fair,  Christmas  in  Historic  Plymouth,  and  Run  to  the  Rock. 
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The  board  continues  its  relationship  with  Destination  Plymouth  and  is  in  the 
second  year  of  a  three  year  contract  for  the  Town  Promotion  and  Waterfront 
Information  Center. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  continues  to  review  Plymouth's  infrastructure 
programs,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Director  of  Parks  and  Forestry.  Street  lighting  continues  to  be  installed.  The 
signage  program  for  the  Historic  Downtown  District  and  the  Waterfront  has  seen 
significant  progress,  with  installation  of  granite  posts  and  blue  directional  signs  in 
many  key  locations.  Directional  maps  have  also  been  installed. 


►  WEST  PLYMOUTH  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


For  the  year  2002,  the  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  (WPSC), 
consisted  of  Michael  Rothberg  (Chairman),  Allen  Cotti  (Vice  Chairman), Timothy 
Payson,  Kenneth  Howe,  Robert  Morgan,  Joseph  Prall  and  John  Adelman.  Mr. 
Adelman  was  appointed  in  March  and  has  left  the  committee  as  of  the  end  of  the 
year  after  a  out  of  state  move.  Mr.  Howe  and  Mr.  Morgan  were  reappointed  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  they  continue  to  be  effective  members  of  the  WPSC.  The 
WPSC  would  like  to  thank  Jack  Lenox  for  his  many  years  of  service  to  the  town. 
His  advice,  assistance,  and  direction  have  been  extremely  helpful  to  West 
Plymouth  over  the  years  and  he  will  missed.  The  WPSC  also  would  like  to 
welcome  back  Lee  Hartmann  and  congratulate  him  on  his  new  role;  the  Planning 
and  Development  Department  is  in  good  hands. 

A  primary  focus  for  the  WPSC  continues  to  be  active  development  through 
our  area.  Like  in  no  other  area  in  town,  West  Plymouth  is  experiencing  a 
tremendous  impact  on  traffic,  residential  development,  and  business 
development.  The  amount  of  activity  in  West  Plymouth  is  diversified  yet  intricate. 

The  Industrial  Park  and  impact  from  it  took  up  a  major  amount  of  time 
andeffort  in  2002.  The  Route  44  extension  progressed  towards  its  full  build  out  in 
late  2003.  The  closing  of  exit  7  (off  of  rte  3)  and  the  slip  ramp  leading  to  and  from 
it  caused  disruption  amongst  owners  in  the  Park.  A  number  of  meetings  were 
held  w/  Mass.  Highway  upon  the  request  of  Representative  Tom  O'Brien.  The 
new  Boys  &  Girls  Club  of  Plymouth  will  be  located  in  the  Park.  Mr.  Bill  Ruffini 
came  before  the  WPSC  for  support,  which  he  received  unanimously.  A  new 
Hampton  Inn  will  be  located  @  the  corner  of  Commerce  Way  and  Rte  80.  This 
II  will  be  located  next  to  another  development.  Grey  Oaks,  a  residential 
development  by  Ron  Ferioli,  broke  ground  and  construction  concluded  with  a 
model  home.  A  concern  of  the  WPSC  were  sidewalks.  This  is  a  very  important 
issue  that  the  committee  will  address.  Saxon  Real  Estate  Partners  came  before 
the  WPSC  with  an  update  informing  the  committee  that  a  Super  Walmart  and 
other  complexes  were  progressing.    The  Industrial  Park  and  the  abutting 
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properties  will  continue  to  be  a  vital  part  of  development  for  West  Plymouth  and 
town  as  a  whole. 

At  the  fall  town  meeting,  Article  8  was  presented  by  Cumberland  Farms  and 
Attorney  Edward  Angley.  This  particular  Article  took  up  a  tremendous  amount  of 
The  committee  time  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  focus  of  this  article  was  to 
provide  A  signalized  intersection  on  Route  44  at  Marc  Drive  and  the  Plymouth 
Mobile  Home  Park.  Through  lengthy  discussions  and  debate  with  the  petitioner 
and  many  interested  parties,  Town  Meeting  voted  to  support  the  article.  The 
WPSC  hopes  these  improvements  will  provide  safer  roads  in  an  area  plagued 
with  accidents  and  tragedy.  Special  thanks  to  the  Chariman  of  the  Planning 
Board,  Loring  Tripp,  who  worked  tirelessly  with  all  of  the  parties  on  this  Article. 
This  project,  however,  has  just  begun. 

The  WPSC  met  with  the  Friends  of  Morton  Park.  This  is  a  citizens/residents 
group  interested  in  improving  the  safety,  traffic  flow,  and  look  of  Morton  Park.  The 
WPSC  will  continue  to  support  the  Friends  efforts  to  preserve  and  improve  one  of 
Plymouth's  natural  treasures. 

The  West  Plymouth  Village  Fire  Station  was  dedicated  to  Firefighter  David 
Montanari.  Special  thanks  to  town  meeting  representative  Janet  Young  for 
bringing  this  to  the  Committee's  attention. 

As  economic  development  continues  aggressively  throughout  Plymouth, 
West  Plymouth  looks  fonA/ard  to  continuing  its  part  towards  that  goal.  The  WPSC 
also  looks  forward  to  assisting  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  in 
2003  and  beyond. 


►  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


The  Plymouth  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (ZBA)  consists  of  seven  members, 
five  regular  members  and  two  alternates.  The  function  of  the  board  is  to  grant 
relief,  when  appropriate,  from  the  Plymouth  Zoning  By-laws  and  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40A  of  the  Zoning  Act.  The  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals  is  a  judicious  board  and  renders  their  decisions  accordingly.  £, 

The  information  submitted  with  the  petitions  is  fonA/arded  to  various 
commissions,  board  and  departments  for  review  and  recommendations.  These 
recommendations  provide  the  members  with  an  in  depth  look  and  a  more  precise 
review  of  the  properties  being  petitioned.  Any  interested  person  has  the  right  to 
voice  their  support,  objection  or  ion  during  the  public  hearing.  The  board  then 
discusses  all  the  information  presented  and  deliberates  amongst  themselves  to 
render  a  decision. 

In  2002,  the  board  reviewed  approximately  sixty-five  petitions.  Notable 
petitions  include: 
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Omnipoint  Holdings,  Inc.  requested  to  erect  a  multi-carrier  90'  high 
monopole  communications  pole  and  flag  pole  on  land  leased  from  the  town  at  the 
Memorial  Hall  building  on  Court  Street.  The  petition  was  approved. 

Boys  &  Girls  Club  of  Plymouth,  Inc.,  requested  to  construct  a  105'  x  117' 
building  off  Resnik  Road  in  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Park.  The  petition  was 
approved. 

Tower  Resources  representing  Sprint  Spectrum  LP,  requested  to  erect  a 
150'  communications  monopole  tower  off  Federal  Furnace  Road.  The  petition 
was  denied  and  later  appealed  to  the  U.S.  District  Court. 

The  Friends  of  Holmes  Field  appealed  the  issuance  of  building  permits  for 
the  construction  of  twenty-seven  residential  townhouses  on  Robbins  Road  that 
was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  2001 .  The  appeal  was  denied  and  later 
appealed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Land  Court. 

The  board  held  twenty-six  meetings  during  2002.  The  amount  collected  in 
filing  fees  totaled  $6050.00. 
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PUBLIC  SAFETY 


►  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department  is  to  protect  the  general 
public's  life  and  property  in  the  safest  and  most  efficient  manner;  to  educate 
the  public  and  earn  respect  through  our  professional  actions  and  deeds;  to 
foster  an  open,  honest,  and  willing  line  of  communication  with  and  through 
management  to  help  solve  and/or  eliminate  problems  making  for  a  morel 
harmonious  and  efficient  work  place,  thus  benefiting  not  only  the 
employees,  but  also  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  department  continues  to  experience  the  impact  of  new  growth.  This 
past  year  the  department  responded  to  an  all  time  high  of  4963  emergency 
incidents,  and  our  contract  ambulance  service  responded  to  5170  medical 
incidents. 

The  Open  House  in  May  and  the  subsequent  manning  of  the  Pinehills  Fire 
Station  in  September  marked  mile-stones  in  this  departments  development. 

With  its  opening,  the  Pinehills  Station  has  greatly  expanded  fire  protection, 
emergency  medical  services,  and  fire  safety  education.  It  has  also  helped  to 
create  a  sense  of  community  awareness  for  the  residents  of  the  area  it  serves. 

The  Pinehills  Fire  Station  represents  a  significant  improvement  to  the 
service  levels  in  the  area  as  it  currently  exists.  As  future  growth  continues, 
however,  the  service  level  is  likely  to  diminish  in  the  absence  of  additional 
infrastructure  increases. 

Due,  in  large  part,  to  the  efforts  of  Captain  Lamb  and  Lieutenant  Bradley;  the 
support  of  the  town's  Data  Processing  division;  Fire  Alarm  Superintendent,  Don 
Thomas;  and  much  assistance  from  numerous  firefighters,  the  computerized 
technology  of  this  department  increased  by  a  great  degree.  The  annual  open 
burning  program  was  largely  automated.  This  allows  a  caller  to  activate  a  permit 
with  out  affecting  the  emergency  dispatch  operator. 

A  major  conversion  of  the  dispatch  console,  saw  implementation  of  an 
almost  totally  computer  based  dispatch  center.  Enhanced  911  caller 
identification,  dispatch,  audio  back  up,  radio  operations,  and  initial  written  reports 
are  now  possible  with  a  mouse  click. 

In  August,  this  department  was  the  recipient  of  a  major  firefighter  safety 
grant  awarded  by  FEMA.  All  department  members  will  benefit  from  the  training 
and  equipment  afforded  by  this  program. 
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Training  is  an  important  issue  as  the  average  age  of  the  members  has 
reached  a  point  that  assures  the  annual  turnover  of  personnel  is  going  to  increase 
significantly  in  the  next  five  to  seven  years.  The  experience  of  these  retiring 
veteran  firefighters  is  best  offset  with  a  generation  of  highly  trained  personnel 
prepared  for  the  demands  of  today's  fire  service. 

S.A.F.E.  Program 

,         Mission  Statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department's  S.A.F.E.  Program 
(Students  Awareness  (for)  Fire  Education)  is  to  provide  a  quality  public  fire 
and  life  safety  education  campaign  which  will  disseminate  information  on 
'  fire  prevention,  fire  safety,  home  hazards,  emergency  preparedness  and 
health  issues  to  every  student,  in  each  grade  level  of  the  Plymouth  Public 
School  system. 

Funding  for  the  S.A.F.E.  Program  comes  from  a  statewide  competitive  grant 
administered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Executive  Office  of  Public 
Safety,  Department  of  Fire  Services.  In  fiscal  year  2002,  the  Plymouth  Fire 
Department  received  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $6,828.15. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department's  S.A.F.E.  Program 
carried  out  its  mission  of  educating  Plymouth  Public  School  students,  by 
instructing  them  how  they  can  prevent  fires  and  injuries,  or  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency  to  react  appropriately  by  performing  key  fire  and  life  safety  behaviors. 
In  addition,  students  were  taught  about  the  consequences  of  the  use  of  tobacco 
products,  such  as  the  health  and  fire  risks  that  result  and  how  their  lives  can  be 
affected. 

Throughout  the  year,  firefighters  interacted  with  over  4600  school  students 
in  grades  K  to  12.  Curriculum  topics  included.  Planning  and  practicing  tiome  fire 
escape  drills,  Stop,  Drop  &  Roll,  Home  fire  safety  and  hazard  inspections, 
Dangers  and  health  risks  of  tobacco  product  use.  Dangers  of  inhalant  abuse.  Ice 
and  Cold  Water  safety,  and  How  to  call  for  help  in  an  emergency  by  using  the  911 
system. 

In  addition  to  school  based  presentations,  the  S.A.F.E.  Program  provided 
'  fire  and  life  safety  education  to  members  of  the  community,  as  well  as  visitors  to 
the  Town  of  Plymouth  at  public  events  including;  the  Plymouth  Waterfront 
Festival,  a  two  day  event  attended  by  approximately  45,000  people.  The  district 
Fire  Safety  House  was  on  hand,  and  open  for  tours,  along  with  display  tables  of 
fire  prevention  information.  Other  public  events  included  the  Jordan  Hospital 
Health  Day,  Safety  displays  at  Wal-Mart  and  K-Mart  stores,  and  the  Early 
Childhood  Fair. 

Fire  station  tours  and  fire  safety  presentations  took  place  throughout  the 
'  year  for  groups  such  as  nursery  schools.  Cub  Scout  packs  and  Girls  Scout  troops. 
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The  cooperation  of  all  the  members  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department,  in 
conjunction  with  other  municipal  departments,  and  the  generosity  of  local 
business  merchants  is  greatly  appreciated  and  is  responsible  for  the  success  of 
the  S.A.F.E.  Programs  efforts  in  Plymouth.  (Submitted  by  Lt.  Michael  A.  Young, 
S.A.F.E.  Program  Coordinator.) 

PLYMOUTH  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  AGENCY 

The  office  is  mostly  a  volunteer  organization  that  becomes  the  hub  of 
information  for  all  town  departments  and  the  media  during  an  emergency. 
Volunteer  staff  assist  with  shelters  as  well  as  supplying  back  up  manpower  for 
town  departments.  The  safety  of  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  is  the  primary  reason 
for  our  existence. 

The  office  continues  to  train  in  order  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergency  that 
may  affect  the  safety  of  citizens  as  well  as  assist  in  the  various  town  and  privately 
sponsored  functions  during  the  year. 

This  year  all  town  departments  along  with  Day  Care  providers  and  Nursing 
Homes  were  participants  in  a  graded  exercise  with  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  (F.E.M.A.)  to  test  the  town  plans  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency  at  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Station.  F.E.M.A.  was  very  complimentary 
on  the  response  of  the  town  to  the  exercise. 

The  September  11,  2001  attack  on  New  York  and  Washington  has  kept  the 
office  on  standby  and  ready  to  respond  if  needed. 

The  office  is  also  a  part  of  the  new  State  Homeland  Security  Office  known 
as  S.A.T.U.R.N.  Program.

FIRE  PREVENTION  DIVISION 

The  Fire  Prevention  Office  employs  one  Captain  and  one  Lieutenant. 

It  is  the  job  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  to  enforce  the  fire  codes  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  by-laws  of  the  town  through  inspections,  plan  review  and 
permitting.

During  the  year  each  Fire  Prevention  Officer  completes  many  hours  of 
training  at  meetings  and  seminars  to  achieve  and  maintain  certification  as  a  Fire 
Inspector,  keeping  current  with  changes  in  the  State  fire  prevention  regulations, 
building  codes  and  to  achieve  and  maintain  certification  as  a  Fire  Inspector. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Division  is  also  responsible  for  coordinating  public  fire- 
safety  education  activities,  which  include  station  tours,  presentations  to  pre- 
schools,  civic  groups  and  clubs,  and  a  full  range  of  presentations  to  our  children 
in  the  school  system  coordinated  with  the  Fire-Safety  Education  (S.A.F.E.)  Grant 
Program  Officer. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  to  review  the  plans  for 
all  new  construction  within  the  town,  making  sure  that  builders  meet  all  Fire  Safety 
requirements.  These  include  Automated  Fire  Sprinklers,  Fire  Alarm  Systems,  and 
I  adequate  access  to  water  supply  for  fire  fighting.  Repeated  inspections  are  made 
'  during  construction  to  assure  that  the  work  complies  with  fire  prevention 
standards  and  codes. 

In  addition  to  new  construction,  it  is  also  their  responsibility  to  conduct 
periodic  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  hospital,  schools,  nursing  homes, 
and  garages.  They  also  provide  the  certification  of  compliance  for  smoke 
detectors  for  the  sale  of  any  residential  units  and  conduct  inspections  of  oil  fired 
equipment,  including  all  above  and  underground  tank  installations  and  removals, 
self  service  gas  stations,  hood  suppression  systems. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Division  is  also  charged  with  investigating  and  resolving 
Fire  Code  complaints  within  the  town. 

The  division  assists  the  Building  Department  with  their  inspections  for  the 
.  renewal  of  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy  for  restaurants,  churches,  camps,  nursing 
homes,  schools,  hospital,  etc. 

Fire  Prevention  conducts  annual  inspections  at  the  Plymouth  County 
.  Correctional  Facility,  MCl-Forestry  Camp,  Group  Homes,  Schools,  Educational 
Facilities  and  Day  Care  Centers.  Quarterly  inspections  are  conducted  at  Jordan 
Hospital,  Nursing  Homes  and  Mental  Health  Facilities. 

This  Division  is  grateful  for  the  time  and  efforts  of  volunteer,  Charlotte  H. 
Govoni.  Charlotte  previously  worked  for  the  town  and  served  as  Fire  Department 
secretary,  retiring  on  April  30,  1983. 

TRAINING  DIVISION 

The  Training  Division  employs  one  Captain,  who  is  responsible  for  the 
■  development,  implementation  and  coordination  of  all  fire  and  emergency  medical 
training  within  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department.  Part  of  the  training  responsibilities 
include;  record  keeping  and  documentation  through  state  agencies  including  the 
.  Office  of  Emergency  Medical  Services.    The  Training  Officer  is  also  the 
Department's  Safety  Officer  and,  serves  as  the  state  mandated  Infection  Control 
'  Officer. 
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Because  of  the  nature  of  fire  fighting,  some  skills  may  be  seldom  used,  but  ( 
when  needed  the  firefighter  must  be  able  to  perform  flawlessly.  This  ability  can 
be  maintained  only  through  continual  hands-on  training.  1 

In  addition  to  routine  in-service  training,  the  Training  Officer  also  serves  as  h 
the  drill  instructor  for  all  newly  hired  firefighters.  The  five-week  mini  recruit-training  [ 
program  introduces  all  probationary  firefighters  to  the  basic  skills  necessary  to  f 
survive  and  function  in  the  extreme  hostile  environment  of  structural  or  forest 
fires.  This  program  gives  each  recruit  the  minimum  knowledge  to  function,  under 
supervision,  as  a  member  of  an  engine  company.  Eleven  new  members  were 
trained  in  2002;  Jesse  Lescarbeau,  Douglas  Hawthorne,  Jeremiah  Richmond, 
Bryan  Russo,  Scott  Manuel,  Keith  McDonald,  Eric  Anthrop,  Scott  Flora,  John 
Joyce,  James  Preston,  Michael  Roy. 

In  August,  the  Training  Division  was  successful  in  obtaining  $172,589.90 
through  the  FEMA  Assistance  to  Firefighters  Grant  Program.  At  the  October  Town  ; 
Meeting  the  towns  share,  $73,967.10,  was  approved.  This  Grant  Total  of  i 
$246,557.00  will  enable  the  Training  Division  to  provide  Firefighter  Level  I  &  II 
Training  and  Certification  to  the  entire  Department.  Phase  One  of  the  program 
was  completed  in  December.  Part  of  Phase  One  consisted  of  all  of  the  Officers  : 
completing  a  Firefighter  I  &  II,  Train  the  Trainer  Program,  conducted  by  the 
Massachusetts  Fire  Academy. 

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

The  growth  in  use  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system,  for  automatic  notification  to  j 
the  fire  department  of  alarm  in  industrial  and  commercial  properties  continues.  I 
These  systems  are  installed  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer  and  utilize  existing  fire  | 
alarm  circuits.  Many  alarms  are  received  by  the  thousands  of  automatic  • 
activation  and  detection  devices,  connected  to  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system,  i 
which  are  then  transmitted  to  the  fire  alarm  office.  By  the  rapid  reporting  of  • 
potential  and  actual  fire  conditions,  along  with  the  swift  response  of  the  fire 
department,  most  fires  are  kept  to  a  minimum.  Therefore,  considerable  loss  of 
employment,  damage  to  buildings,  loss  of  lives  and  tax  base  are  reduced.

►  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Mission  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  the  public,  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  to  serve  with 
integrity,  to  provide  a  well  trained  professional  department  to  the  public,  to 
treat  all  members  of  the  public  and  all  employees  with  respect,  and  to  strive 
to  ensure  that  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  the  finest  law 
enforcement  agency  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Homeland  Security 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  has  been  working  together  and  sharing 
information  with  other  local  police  departments,  the  Massachusetts  State  Police, 
United  States  Attorney's  Office,  FBI,  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  Army  National  Guard,  and 
the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Station.  Plymouth's  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief  and 
Director  of  Emergency  Management  are  the  town's  representatives  to  the 
Statewide  Anti-Terrorist  Urban  Response  Network  (SATURN)  and  receive  timely 
information  regarding  homeland  security. 

Community  Policing 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  has  continued  its  commitment  to 
community  policing.  Community  Policing  emphasizes  the  partnership  between 
the  police  and  the  community.  The  needs  of  the  community,  as  defined  by  the 
community,  drive  the  priorities  of  the  Department.  Specific  examples  of 
community  policing  practices  in  place  are: 

•  Walking  beats  in  the  downtown  and  waterfront  areas 

•  "Park  and  walk"  patrols  in  specific  neighborhoods 

•  The  Cops  in  Shops  program 

•  The  Citizens  Police  Academy 

•  Neighborhood  Watch  programs 

•  Traffic  education  and  enforcement 
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Grants 

In  2002  the  department  received  a  state  Community  Policing  grant  that  has 
allowed  us  to  continue  several  programs  including: 

•  The  Cops  in  Shops  program 

•  The  Citizens  Police  Academy 

•  Support  for  Neighborhood  Watch  programs 

In  addition,  this  grant  allowed  us  to  procure  a  second  speed  radar  trailer. 
This  trailer  joins  one  in  current  use  increasing  traffic  safety  through  education. 

Citizen  Surveys 

In  2002  the  department  continued  its  Citizen  Survey  in  order  to  solicit 
feedback  from  the  community  regarding  the  delivery  of  police  services.  A  random 
sampling  of  persons  reporting  incidents,  witnesses  and  victims  were  contacted  by 
the  department  and  asked  to  rate  their  interaction  with  different  facets  of  the 
department.  The  department  is  pleased  to  report  that  our  survey  continues  to  be 
well  received  and  the  results  of  those  surveys  continue  to  be  overwhelmingly 
positive. 

Cops  in  Sliops 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  and  all  fourteen  of  the  retail  liquor 
establishments  in  Plymouth  participated  in  this  valuable  program  that  places 
Plymouth  Police  Officers  posing  as  employees  in  retail  liquor  stores.  In  its  fifth 
year,  the  program  focuses  on  deterring  the  purchase  of  alcoholic  beverages  by, 
or  on  behalf  of,  youths. 

Citizens  Police  Academy 

In  2002  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  graduated  its  fourth  and  fifth 
Citizens  Police  Academy  classes.  These  classes  allow  citizens  to  learn  about  the 
inner  workings  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  and  the  local  criminal  justice 
system.  Citizens  attend  weekly  classroom  sessions  on  topics  such  as  Criminal 
Law,  Traffic  Investigations,  Narcotics,  Patrol  Procedures,  Homicide 
Investigations,  Court  Procedures  and  Communications.  Participants  are  also 
afforded  demonstrations  of  traffic  radar,  breath  testing  equipment,  the 
Department's  Firearms  Training  Simulator  and  a  tour  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Correctional  Facility.  We  are  continuing  to  seek  funding  for  additional  classes 
through  the  State  Community  Policing  grants. 

Neighborhood  Watch 

Neighborhood  Watch  programs  continued  to  expand  to  several  residential 
developments.  The  four  most  active  programs  continue  to  be  the  Downtown 
Historic  Neighborhood  Watch,  North  Plymouth  Neighborhood  Watch,  Algonquin 
Heights  Neighborhood  Watch  and  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  Neighborhood 
Watch.  These  programs  promote  a  cooperative  partnership  between  the  police, 
citizens  and  community  officials. 
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Traffic  Education  and  Enforcement 


The  Department  continues  to  strive  to  maintain  safety  on  the  roads  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth.  The  Department  has  purchased  an  additional  traffic  radar 
trailer  as  an  educational  tool.  In  conjunction  with  education,  the  police  have 
placed  an  added  emphasis  on  traffic  enforcement.  By  increasing  efforts  in  both 
areas  the  department  endeavors  to  keep  the  town's  roads  safe  despite  increased 
growth  and  traffic. 

Are  You  OK? 

During  2002  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  and  the  Plymouth  County 
Sheriff's  Department  continued  to  partner  in  jointly  offering  senior  residents  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  ''Are  You  OK?"  program.  "Are  You  OK?"  is  a 
computerized  telephone  calling  system  that  calls  seniors  at  home.  In  coordination 
with  the  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging  many  seniors  now  participate  in  this  program.

The  Harbor  Master  Department  was  moved  back  under  the  direction  of  the 
Town  Manager's  office  this  year. 

The  weather  was  favorable  to  boaters  during  the  summer,  making  it  a  very 
active  boating  season  for  the  Harbor  Master  Department.  Most  weekends  were 
extremely  busy  in  the  harbor  keeping  the  officers  busy.  The  department  also  had 
added  responsibilities  this  year,  making  it  a  challenge  as  well.  The  department 
has  been  and  continues  to  be  more  vigilant  on  the  water  working  closely  with  the 
Coast  Guard  and  other  law  enforcement  agencies  in  order  to  provide  the  highest 
level  of  security  and  awareness  for  the  community.  With  the  new  programs, 
responsibilities,  and  number  of  boaters  on  the  water  the  Harbor  Master 
Department  fared  very  well,  making  it  a  good  year  on  the  waterfront. 

The  Harbor  Master  Department  was  given  the  duty  of  managing  the  State 
Boat  Ramp.  Despite  a  few  small  bumps,  the  management  plan  proved  to  be  a 
success.  The  boat  ramp  was  much  more  organized  and  much  safer  for  the 
people  using  it.  The  State  Public  Access  Board  owns  the  facility  and  is  very 
pleased  with  the  operation  and  appearance  of  the  ramp  area. 

The  Harbor  Master  Department  also  took  delivery  of  a  new  23'  fiberglass 
pump  out  boat.  This  boat  proved  to  be  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  town.  The 
Department  also  received  a  shore-side  pump  out  station,  which  was  very  useful 
as  well.  Both  the  boat  and  shore-side  station  have  proven  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  community,  the  water  quality,  the  harbor  and  the  people  who 
frequent  the  watenA/ays.  These  two  programs  are  a  vital  part  in  cleaning  up  the 
harbor. 

The  Harbor  Master  Department  has  been  working  closely  with  the  State 
Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  doing  water  quality  testing.  The  state  was  pleased 
to  announce  the  opening  of  approximately  900  acres  of  shellfish  flats  this  past  fall. 
These  flats  have  been  closed  for  a  number  of  years  due  to  contamination.  The 
department  continues  to  work  with  DMF  in  hopes  of  opening  even  more  closed 
areas. 

The  Harbormaster  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts 
Environmental  Police  held  the  third  annual  boating  safety  class  this  year  and 
plans  to  hold  another  class  during  spring  of  2003.  These  boating  safety  classes 
have  been  well  attended  and  appreciated  by  all  involved. 
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The  commercial  fishing  industry  had  its  ups  and  downs  this  year.  Despite  a 
slower  year,  the  lobstermen  were  able  to  keep  Plymouth  as  one  of  the  States  top 
three  ports  for  lobster  landings.  There  were  more  draggers,  gill-netters  and  other 
commercial  boats  working  out  of  the  harbor  this  year  than  there  has  been  in  the 
past  ten  years.  Overall,  the  fishing  fleet  had  a  good  year  considering  the  strict 
regulations  placed  on  them.  The  whale  watching,  party  fishing  and  sport  fishing 
boats  all  seemed  to  have  a  good  summer.  Lots  of  wind  and  stormy  days  cut  their 
fall  season  short  causing  many  cancellations. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF 
PUBLIC  WORKS 


►  ADMINISTRATION 


The  mission  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Administration 
continues  to  be  that  of  coordinating  all  work  and  planning  for  Public  Works 
projects  within  the  community.  This  coordination  with  the  divisions  of 
Public  Works  will  encourage  the  most  efficient  utilization  of  resources  and 
allow  administration  to  act  as  the  liaison  between  the  divisions  and  the 
public  and/or  other  public  agencies. 

Summary  of  Services 

Administration  continues  to  evaluate  new  ideas  on  cost  savings  and  more 
efficient  ways  to  handle  public  work  services.  Wastewater  reuse,  biosolid  reuse, 
and  wind  energy,  are  areas  of  interest,  which  may  have  some  real  benefits.  Other 
areas,  which  will  be  reviewed  over  the  next  six  months,  are  street  light  operation, 
and  water  services.  The  Department  is  committed  to  providing  the  most  cost- 
effective  services. 

DPW  Administration  acknowledges  the  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  with  the  retirement  of  Douglass  Gray,  Park  and  Forestry 
Superintendent,  and  most  recently.  Jack  Medeiros,  Recreation  Director. 

The  town's  new  wastewater  treatment  plant  has  been  in  full  operation  for 
nearly  a  year,  and  with  this  comes  the  ability  to  provide  additional  wastewater 
services  in  the  North  Plymouth  Industrial  Park,  and  other  areas  of  demand.  The 
old  wastewater  plant  on  Water  Street  has  been  converted  to  a  pump  station  and 
new  park  area  for  the  residents  to  enjoy. 

The  second  year  of  the  town's  Infrastructure  Management  Plan  continues  to 
be  very  successful.  This  year  twenty-three  roadways  were  paved,  new  sidewalks 
completed  on  nine  streets,  and  numerous  drainage  problems  corrected. 

Eighteen  holes  of  the  town's  new  golf  course  "Crosswinds"  are  open  to  play 
The  remaining  nine  holes  will  be  constructed  and  open  during  2003.  Call 
"Crosswinds"  to  find  out  the  benefits  to  the  residents  of  Plymouth  (508-830-1199). 
It  really  is  a  recreation  facility  for  all  ages. 
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►  CEMETERY  DIVISION 


The  overall  purpose  of  the  cemetery  division  Is  to  provide  the 
community  with  the  best  possible  service  and  care. 

The  cemetery  division  would  like  to  be  recognized  as  an  efficient  and 
resourceful  division  who  believes  in  being  helpful  and  friendly  to  our 
customers. 

We  have  an  obligation  to  all  our  customers  (families  and  friends  of  the 
deceased,  our  employees,  and  the  public)  to  work  together  to  keep  the 
cemeteries  as  neat  and  clean  as  possible. 

There  are  thirty-three  known  cemeteries  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  DPW 
Cemetery  Division  maintains  and  services  twenty-six  of  these,  sixteen  town 
owned  and  ten  smaller  cemeteries  with  veterans  buried  in  them. 

In  2002  the  Cemetery  Division: 

•  Sold  a  total  of  164  grave  lots:  Vine  Hills  91,  Manomet  43,  Oak  Grove 
0,  South  Pond  0,  Cedarville  6,  Chiltonville  24.  • 

•  Interred  179  human  remains:    127  full,  52  cremations,  with  31 
known  veterans. 

Over  30%  were  cremations.  (52) 

15  %  of  these  were  Saturday,  Sunday  or  after  hours  interments.  (24) 

•  Installed  46  foundations  for  monuments/grave  stones.  Vine  Hills  21, 
Manomet  14, 

Oak  Grove  0,  Chiltonville  8,  Cedarville  3,  So.  Pond  0  . 

•  Installed  29  veteran  markers,  (stones)  and  put  out  over  90  veteran 
flag  holders  and  flags. 

•  Planted  18  new  trees  around  Vine  hills  and  Oak  Grove  cemeteries  with 
the  assistance  of  the  tree  division 

•  Put  up  new  storage  shed/garage  in  Manomet  cemetery  with  the 
assistance  of  the

The  cemetery  division  helped  other  divisions  on  forty  different  occasions. 
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►  ENGINEERING  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  to  provide  quality 
engineering  services  and  technical  support  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  its 
residents,  agents,  and  providers  and  to  establish  an  atmosphere  of 
courtesy,  efficiency,  and  dedication,  while  maintaining  a  professional  work 
environment  that  will  foster,  encourage,  and  nurture  personal  excellence, 
leadership,  and  growth. 

The  Engineering  Division,  and  indeed  the  entire  DPW,  continues  to  refine 
and  improve  services. The  Engineering  Division  was  instrumental  in  receiving  two 
grants,  totaling  $287,750.00  from  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  (MA  DEP).  The  grants  will  be  used  for  improving  the  water  quality  in 
the  harbor. 

The  Engineering  Division  coordinated  and  administered  the  contract  for  the 
building  of  the  shore-side  boat  pump  out  facility.  The  Office  of  Coastal  Zone 
Management  (CZM)  provided  the  town  with  $35,000  towards  funding  of  this 
project. As  an  owner/operator  of  a  Municipal  Separate  Storm  Sewer  System 
(MS4)  that  discharges  stormwater  into  waters  of  the  U.S.,  the  town  will  be 
required  to  obtain  general  permit  coverage  under  the  National  Pollution  Discharge 
Elimination  System  (NPDES)  Stormwater  Phase  II  final  rule  as  jointly 
administered  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  New  England 
Region  and  MA  DEP  The  Engineering  Division  will  be  utilizing  the  Global 
Positioning  System  (GPS)  unit  to  do  inventory  and  collect  the  data  on  the  storm 
sewer  system.  The  information  will  be  used  for  the  Geographic  Informational 
System  (GIS)  mapping  part  of  the  NPDES  permit  requirement.The  Engineering 
Division  participated  in  the  Teacher  Internship  Program  (the  school  to  careers 
partnership).  The  program  gave  us  an  opportunity  for  sponsoring  a  teacher.  The 
program  paid  the  teacher  a  stipend  to  work  in  DPW-Engineering  Division  for  two 
weeks  and  the  teacher  was  required  to  relate  his  experience  to  his  classroom 
teaching. In  the  summer  of  2002,  a  Plymouth  High  School  student  joined  the 
division  as  seasonal  help.  This  program  gave  him  work  experience  in  a  municipal 
engineering  environment  and  also  the  knowledge  of  how  the  town  government 
works.lt  is  the  long-range  goal  of  the  Engineering  Division  to  expand  the  scope  of 
services  provided  and  ultimately  to  maintain  a  readily  retrievable  inventory  of  all 
municipal  resources  available  in  the  town.  The  division  strives  to  provide  the  best 
possible  service  utilizing  experience,  well-trained  personnel,  and  state-of-the-art 
equipment  within  budgetary  constraints  to  the  residents  of  Plymouth.

The  in-house  personnel  with  their  positive  innovations  and  willingness, 
conducted  site  survey,  construction  layout,  prepared  design/construction  plans 
and  specifications,  provided  contract  administration,  and  drafted  required 
documents/permits  on  all  of  the  above  projects..

These  achievements  are  representative  of  the  numerous  accomplishments 
for  the  year  2002.  The  success  and  direction  of  the  Engineering  Division  is 
attributable  to  an  outstanding  team  of  dedicated  and  conscientious  staff. 
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►  HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


Within  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  mission  of  the  Highway 
Division  is  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  town 
accepted  roadways  and  sidewalks  as  well  as  limited  maintenance  of  private 
roadways.  In  the  interest  of  maintaining  the  highest  level  of  safety  to  the 
public,  the  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  the  town's  rapid 
response  to  adverse  weather  conditions,  especially  in  the  winter. 

General  construction  and  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the  Highway 
Division  include  asphalt  application  on  accepted  roadways  and  sidewalks, 
brushing,  roadside  mowing,  line  painting,  basin  cleaning,  street  and 
sidewalk  sweeping,  municipal  rubbish  pickup,  litter  pickup,  drainage, 
retention  area  cleaning,  grading  and  calcium  application  on  dirt  roads,  and 
all  signage  on  streets  and  parking  lots. 

It  is  because  of  the  vast  assortment  of  services  that  the  Highway 
Division  provides  that  it  is  able  to  assist  all  other  Divisions  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  Therefore,  to  insure  the  continual 
improvement  of  the  quality  service  and  efficiency  of  the  Division, 
educational  materials  and  classes  in  numerous  areas  are  available  to  all 
employees. 

STREET  CLEANING 

In  mid-April  2002,  two  mobile  sweepers  started  cleaning  winter  sand.  The 
main  roads,  Main  Street  and  the  waterfront,  are  swept  daily  during  the  summer 
months  and  every  other  day  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  side  streets  are  swept  in 
rotation.  The  second  sweeper  serviced  Manomet,  Cedarville,  Chiltonville,  the 
Long  Pond  Road  area,  Buttermilk  Bay,  and  private  developments. 

DRAINAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  MAINTENANCE 

The  Division  made  repairs  and  installations  to  numerous  catch  basins  in  all 
areas  of  the  town  and  completed  the  cleaning  of  drain  lines  and  several  retention 
areas.

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The  Division  produced  and  installed  many  signs  during  2002.  A  great 
expense  to  the  town  is  replacing  signs  that  are  vandalized,  stolen  or  destroyed  by 
accidents.  Included  in  this  area  is  the  constant  maintenance  of  the  traffic,  warning 
and  school  lights. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Other  work  done  by  the  Highway  Division  included  patching  of  roadsand 
sidewalks  and  roadside  mowing:  grading  and  graveling  dirt  roads;  application  of 
calcium  chloride  on  dirt  roads:  replacing  parking  meters;  plowing  and  sanding; 
rubbish  pickup;  removal  of  tree  stumps;  and  patching  and  pumping  of  poor 
drainage  areas.  The  basin  cleaner  cleaned  out  catch  basins  throughout  the  year. 


►  MAINTENANCE  DIVISION 


2002  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Maintenance  Division.  Our  most  significant 
project  was  overseeing  the  remodeling  of  Memorial  Hall.  The  building  has  been 
transformed  into  a  showpiece  that  will  benefit  the  future  generations  of 
Plymoutheans.  With  repairs  completed,  the  building  is  available  for  a  wide  range 
of  uses.  Improvements  were  made  to  Plymouth  Town  Hall.  The  boiler  that  was 
ancient  was  replaced  providing  a  more  efficient  and  modern  heating  system. 
Town  Hall  also  received  a  new  roof  along  with  gutters  and  downspouts.  We 
expect  these  repairs  to  provide  long  term  value  to  the  building.  The  Carpenter's 
shop,  located  in  the  old  police  building  on  Allerton  St.,  also  has  a  new  roof.The 
transformation  of  the  old  Cura  Building  on  Court  St..  into  the  new  Senior  Center 
continues.  The  Maintenance  Superintendent  is  serving  as  Clerk  of  the  Works  on 
this  project.  Upon  completion  of  handicap  access,  the  Council  on  Aging  will  be 
able  to  move  out  of  its  cramped  quarters.  When  finished,  the  building  will  serve 
Plymouth's  Senior  Citizens  well. The  Police  Department  purchased  six  new 
cruiser  this  past  year  bringing  the  total  number  of  vehicles  in  their  fleet  to  thirty- 
seven.  The  Maintenance  Department  maintains  and  repairs  all  of  these  vehicles. 
Proper  maintenance  of  these  vehicles  insure  the  safety  of  their  occupants  and  is 
performed  in  a  timely  manner  so  as  to  not  impede  the  performance  of  the  Police 
Department.  The  DPW  has  a  large  fleet  of  vehicles  that  is  also  maintained  by  the 
Maintenance  Department.  The  fleet  includes  large  trucks,  small  trucks,  and 
varying  pieces  of  equipment.  The  Mechanics  in  the  Maintenance  Department 
work  hard  to  limit  down  time  of  these  vehicles  so  that  they  are  available  for  road 
repairs,  snow  plowing  and  sanding,  and  the  other  duties. 
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►  PARK  &  FORESTRY  DIVISIONS 


The  mission  of  the  Park  Division  is  three-fold: 

•  To  provide  and  maintain  safe  recreational  facilities 

•  To  provide  and  maintain  aesthetic  and  environmentally  functional 
areas  which  enhance  our  citizens'  current  and  future  needs 

•  To  plan  and  promote  further  recreational  facilities,  both  passive 
and  active,  which  reflect  our  citizens'  current  and  future  needs. 

The  mission  of  the  Forestry  Division  is  to  plant  and/or  maintain  public 
shade  trees  along  the  town's  public  ways  and  on  public  land.  These  trees 
serve  our  citizens  in  many  ways  including: 

•  Providing  summer  shade  which  helps  cool  our  living  and  working 
environment 

•  Helping  to  reduce  air  pollution 

•  Adding  to  the  aesthetic  quality  of  our  town,  now  and  for  the  future. 

In  the  year  2002  the  Park  and  Forestry  Divisions  again  underwent  some 
notable  personnel  changeswith  the  newly  appointed  superintendent,  Owen 
Muise,  leaving  his  position.  Owen  had  replaced  long  term  superintendent, 
Douglass  Gray,  in  August  of  2001  and  left  his  position  in  September  of  2002. 
Owen  was  well  liked  and  worked  hard  for  the  division  on  numerous  projects  such 
as  the  dam  removal  on  Town  Brook.  Another  person  who  will  be  missed  is  Jack 
Medeiros.  Jack  retired  in  December  of  2002  after  thirty  years  as  Recreation 
Director.  The  town  is  losing  a  most  experienced,  respected,  committed  member 
of  its  staff.  His  many  years  of  organizing  the  recreation  facilities  and  activities 
I  townwide  will  be  greatly  missed.  The  old  saying  "You  don't  know  what  you've  got 
till  it's  gone"  holds  true  here. 

The  Park  Division  continues  its  involvement  in  the  community  through  a 
diversified  assortment  of  activities  and  programs.  The  daily  work  schedule 
includes  the  maintenance  of  more  than  fifty  individual  areas  totaling  over  750 

I  acres  throughout  the  town.  These  areas  include  parks,  playgrounds,  tennis 
courts,  fields  for  youth  and  adult  sports  leagues,  a  skateboard  park,  in-town 

[  parking  areas,  and  coastal  beaches  and  pond  facilities  maintained  for  picnicking, 
swimming,  and  boating. 

The  Division  supported  many  concerts  and  community  events  by  providing 
use  of  its  concert  trailer,  portable  stages  and  sound  system.  These  events,  offered 
free  of  charge  to  the  public,  were  very  popular  and  were  often  sponsored  by  non- 
profit organizations  for  worthy  causes. 
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West  Recreational  Area  had  a  new  playground  facility  installed.  The 
playground  designed  for  five  to  twelve  year  olds  consists  of  swings,  climbing 
stations,  slides,  and  glides.  The  parks  division  assembled  and  installed  the 
different  components  with  help  from  the  manufacturer's  representative.  The 
highway  division  was  a  considerable  help  with  preparing  and  leveling  the  site. 

Crosswinds  was  chosen  for  the  name  to  Plymouths  new  public  golf  course. 
The  course  is  located  on  the  Forges  Field  Property  off  Jordan  Road.  Eighteen 
of  the  eventual  twenty-seven  holes  were  opened  for  play  in  the  fall. 

Forges  Field  Recreation  Area  had  four  new  ball  fields  added  to  the  eight 
existing  fields.  The  new  fields  consist  of  one  soccer  field,  one  men's  baseball  field, 
and  two  girls'  softball  fields.  These  fields  will  be  playable  for  the  opening  of  the 
2004  season.  Another  added  feature  to  the  park  is  a  new  concession  building  built 
by  the  Pop  Warner  Football  league.  The  building,  operated  by  the  league,  houses 
bathrooms,  storage,  and  a  food  concession  area. 

South  Plymouth  Little  League  uses  two  field  locations,  Manomet  Recreation 
Area  and  Emerson  Field.  Both  areas  had  work  done  this  past  year.  A  concession 
building  similar  to  Forges  Field  was  constructed  at  Manomet  Recreation  Area  with 
league  funds,  and  town  funds  replaced  most  of  the  fencing  at  Emerson  Field  off 
White  Horse  Road. 

A  new  park  consisting  of  approximately  2.5  acres  was  established  along 
Plymouth's  waterfront.  It  took  the  place  of  the  sewage  treatment  facility,  which 
was  relocated.  The  views  of  the  ocean  and  Plymouth  harbor  are  what  make  the 
park  special,  along  with  many  new  tree  plantings,  benches,  picnic  tables,  grass 
area,  and  parking.  This  is  a  nice  addition  to  the  waterfront  area. 

Brewster  Gardens  had  a  peace  pole  installed  on  the  north  side  of  the  Town 
Brook  foot  bridge  by  a  Junior  Girl  Scout  from  troop  1 079.  The  phrase  "  May  Peace 
Prevail  On  Earth"  is  displayed  on  all  four  sides  of  the  wooden  pole  in  several 
languages. 

Bates  Park,  on  the  corner  of  Allerton  Street  and  Vernon  Street  had  a 
memorial  stone  placed  by  family  and  friends  in  memory  of  Lawrence  Geller,  a  long 
time  friend  of  the  park 

Morton  Park  issues  were  brought  up  by  the  group  "Friends  Of  Morton  Park". 
Access,  fees, and  enforcement  were  topics  of  concern. 

As  always,  Plymouth  Long  Beach  was  a  major  focus  of  the  Park  Division's 
activities  in  2002.  Negotiations  continued  in  an  attempt  to  resolve  issues 
regarding  the  appeal  of  the  1998  Management  Plan  by  the  Massachusetts 
Audubon  Society  and  two  beach  property  owners.  The  basis  of  the  appeals  is  the 
question  of  adverse  impact  of  four-wheel  drive  vehicles  on  this  coastal  resource 
area.  As  a  result  of  this  situation  it  became  necessary  to  prohibit  vehicles  from 
driving  on  the  beach  at  times  when  staffing  is  not  present  to  enforce  the  conditions 
of  the  management  plan.  The  purpose  of  the  Long  Beach  Management  Plan  is  to 
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provide  for  the  conservation  and  protection  of  the  barrier  beach  and  its  wildlife  and 
wildlife  habitat  as  well  as  for  the  unique  recreational  opportunities  that  can  coexist 
with  that  natural  resource  protection. 

The  Town  Brook  Herring  Run  Restoration  Project  saw  significant  progress  in 
2002.  After  several  years  of  hard  work  the  Billington  Street  Dam  was  finally 
removed  from  Town  Brook.  The  first  phase  of  the  project  began  in  June  and 
involved  the  removal  of  the  top  two  feet  of  soil  from  the  earthen  dam.  This  material 
had  low  levels  of  asbestos  and  was  properly  removed  and  disposed  of  before 
beginning  the  complete  removal  of  the  dam.  In  September  the  United  States  Army 
Reservists  B  Co.  368th  Engineer  Battalion  (Combat  Heavy)  arrived  in  town  to 
begin  the  process  of  removing  the  remainder  of  the  earthen  dam  and  to  begin  the 
restoration  of  the  streambed. 

Over  2000  cubic  yards  of  material  were  removed  from  Town  Brook  thereby 
restoring  3,500  square  feet  and  80  linear  feet  of  river.  The  restored  river  channel 
consists  of  a  pool-riffle  complex  that  provide  a  more  diverse  habitat  for  fish  and 
wildlife  than  the  disturbed  series  of  stepped  impoundments  that  currently 
characterize  Town  Brook.  The  free-flowing  river  system  will  allow  for  the  passage 
of  migratory  fish  such  as  river  herring  to  reach  their  spawning  grounds  in  Billington 
Sea.  Numerous  state  and  federal  agencies,  non-profit  foundations,  and  corporate 
donors  supported  the  town  on  this  project  with  generous  grants  and  professional 
expertise.  As  a  result  this  project  made  history,  as  it  was  the  first  coastal  dam 
removal  project  in  Massachusetts. 

The  Parks  and  Forestry  Divisions  was  also  active  in  soliciting  grant  monies 
in  order  to  undertake  important  projects.  In  addition  to  obtaining  several  grants  for 
the  Billington  Street  Dam  removal  project.  Parks  and  Forestry  also  worked  with 
the  Engineering  Division  to  secure  two  grants  to  improve  stormwater  systems 
along  Plymouth  harbor.  This  work  will  improve  the  water  quality  in  the  harbor  and 
the  quality  of  shellfish  beds  and  swimming  areas. 

The  Forestry  Division  again  hosted  the  annual  Arbor  Day  celebration  in  April, 
at  Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  (PCIS)  and  Hedge  School.  The 
events  promote  the  benefit  of  trees  while  planting  trees  and  giving  away  seedlings 
to  students  and  faculty.  Over  600  seedlings  were  given  away  to  help  local  citizens 
keep  Plymouth  beautiful.  Safety  issues  on  roadsides,  and  along  electric  power 
lines  required  the  removal  of  46  hazard  trees  and  the  pruning  of  more  than  300. 
The  Division  oversaw  a  large  amount  of  contracted  tree  planting  at  the  new  Water 
Street  Pumping  Station  Park  as  well  as  planting  sixty-three  other  trees  throughout 
the  town.  NSTAR  has  continued  their  aggressive  pruning  and  removal  program 
with  trees  in  and  around  power  lines.  All  work  is  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
forestry  division  for  approval.  NSTAR  has  donated  trees  to  be  planted  in  and 
around  town  for  the  past  two  years.  Because  of  the  town's  commitment  to  tree 
planting,  maintenance,  and  related  educational  activities,  Plymouth  received  the 
Tree  City  U.S.A.  award  from  the  National  Arbor  Day  Foundation  for  the  fourteenth 
consecutive  year. 
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Town  Forest  Committee 


In  the  spring  of  2002,  the  Town  Forest  Committee  met  to  discuss  the  current 
situation  in  the  Town  Forest.  It  was  agreed  that  the  new  forest  management  plan 
is  working  well  for  the  forest,  as  the  ongoing  timber  harvests  are  thinning  the  trees 
where  they  are  overcrowded,  thus  improving  the  growth  of  the  remaining  ones 
and  improving  the  visual  appearance  of  the  forest.  The  committee  endorses  the 
plan,  and  will  continue  to  monitor  the  forest  while  the  management  activities 
continue. 

During  Biodiversity  Days  2002,  Town  Forest  Committee  Chairman  Richard 
Stabile,  Parks  &  Forestry  Superintendent  Owen  Muise,  and  Nature  Conservancy 
Director  (Plymouth  Pinelands  Office),  Tom  Maloney  led  several  patrons  on  a 
nature  walk  in  the  town  forest.  The  group  inventories  several  species  of  trees, 
shrubs,  wildflowers,  birds,  insects,  and  mammals,  all  of  which  were  entered  into 
the  state  database.  .  Throughout  the  year,  several  local  naturalists  will  continue 
to  conduct  ongoing  species  inventories  throughout  the  town. 

Also,  students  from  PCIS  marked  out  an  interpretive  trail  (described  in  an 
excellent  Naturenet  Booklet)  so  that  patrons  can  explore  the  forest  and  learn 
about  nature  throughout  the  year. 

The  Parks  &  Forest  Department  installed  several  gates  during  the  year. 
These  new  gates  should  help  restrict  unwarranted  vehicle  access  and  trash 
dumping,  both  of  which  are  ongoing  problems.  The  Department  also  cleared 
away  a  lot  of  trash  during  the  year  and  will  continue  to  help  monitor  the  trash 
problem. 

The  town  forest  remains  one  of  town's  premier  open  spaces,  and  it  is  good 
for  recreation  in  all  four  seasons.  Help  to  preserve  and  maintain  it. 


►  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Recreation  Department  is  to  provide 
quality  recreational  programs  and  activities  to  the  residents  of  the 
community;  to  promote  fair  play,  teamwork,  and  clean  living;  to  expand  the 
scope  of  programs  to  include  educational  as  well  as  physical  activities;  and 
to  make  the  department  a  valued  town  resource. 

The  Recreation  Department  conducted  a  wide  range  of  programs  and 
activities  during  calendar  year  2002. 

In  February  the  Divisoin  sponsored  a  field  trip  to  the  Disney  On  Ice 
performance  at  the  Fleet  Center  in  Boston  and  promoted  a  youth  basketball  free 
throw  contest  at  the  Manomet  Youth  Center  in  conjunction  with  the  winter 
basketball  leagues  conducted  at  the  facility  and  at  Indian  Brook  School. 
Recreation  directed  Ladies'  Aerobics,  Cardio  Kickboxing,  and  Body  Toning 
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programs  all  year  long  at  the  Manomet  Youth  Center.  In  addition  to  supervising 
and  scheduling  the  town's  lifeguards,  swimming  lessons,  playground  programs, 
and  beach  and  pond  attendants,  the  department  also  conducted  a  host  of 
activities  during  the  spring  and  summer  months  including  the  Annual  Fishing 
Derby,  Tennis  Clinics  for  children  and  adults.  Baseball  Leagues,  Kayaking 
Workshops,  Art  Camps,  Gymnastics  Programs,  Dance/Acrobatics  Programs,  Golf 
Clinics,  Soccer  Clinics,  Ice  Skating  lessons  at  the  Armstrong  Rink,  and  a  Speed 
Training  Clinic  for  youngsters.  The  Department  also  was  responsible  for 
scheduling  of  the  town's  25  athletic  fields. 


►  SEWER  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Sewer  Division  personnel,  through  cooperative 
teamwork  of  the  treatment  operations,  infrastructure  maintenance,  and 
laboratory  staff,  is  to  protect  the  environment  by  minimizing 
health/pollution  risks  while  effectively  meeting  the  stringent  criteria 
imposed  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the  MA  Division 
of  Environmental  Protection  (MA  DEP)  regulations  and  permits  by 
optimizing  process  control  and  long-term  infrastructure  integrity  through  a 
strategically  planned  and  coordinated  inspection,  analysis,  preventive 
maintenance  and  scheduled  replacement  program  in  a  professional  cost- 
effective  manner  with  emphasis  on  serving  the  needs  of  the  sewer  utility 
rate  payer  with  minimal  financial  impact. 

In  April  2002,  the  Sewer  Division  moved  to  its  new  facility  at  131  Camelot 
Drive  and  the  old  treatment  plant  became  the  Division's  major  pump  station 
directing  all  sewer  flow  to  the  new  plant  to  be  treated. 

During  2002,  Sewer  Division  personnel,  under  the  management  of  US  Filter 
Operating  Services,  with  whom  the  town  has  contracted  for  twenty  years  to 
operate  the  plant,  endeavored  to  meet  the  compliance  requirements  mandated  by 
both  the  Federal  and  State  governments. 

All  town  buildings  not  on  town  sewer,  including  schools,  fire  stations,  and  the 
airport,  ,  had  their  septic  systems  pumped  by  Sewer  Division  personnel. 

Sewer  personnel  maintained  and  repaired  all  pumps  and  motors  within  the 
collections  system  throughout  the  year. 

Annual  sampling  and  inspections  of  those  industries  permitted  under  the 
Town  of  Plymouth's  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program  were  completed  in 
compliance  with  the  Attorney  General's  mandated  Pretreatment  Program  in 
accordance  with  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  rules  and  regulations  40 
CFR  403. 
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The  Sewer  Division  has  continued  to  implement  the  Sewer  Bank  Policy  as 
established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  through  MA  DEP  with  the  allocation  of  two 
50,000-gallon  banks.  From  January  through  December  2002,  nineteen  permits 
were  issued  for  an  additional  usage  of  16,570  gallons  per  day.  Since  the 
inception  of  the  Policy  in  1 995,  1 34  permits  for  a  total  of  77,470  gallons  have  been 
issued. 

The  Sewer  Division  is  continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  Health  Department 
to  identify  failed  septic  systems  within  the  town  by  monitoring  the 
discharge/dumping  by  pumpers  at  the  Night  Soil  Facility 

Also  under  US  Filter  Operating  Services,  which  was  granted  a  five-year 
contract  to  operate  and  maintain  the  South  High  School  Wastewater  Treatment 
Plant,  the  town's  Sewer  Division  personnel  are  continuing  to  operate  the 
treatment  plant  on  a  daily  basis  and  collect  samples  for  the  monthly  testing  and 
quarterly  well  sampling  required  by  DEP  for  the  school's  discharge  permit. 

Between  January  and  December  2002,  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant 
treated  520,600,000  gallons  of  wastewater.  This  represents  a  decrease  of 
88,767,000  gallons  over  2001,  or  about  a  14%  decrease  in  flow.  Included  in  this 
total  are  7,133,868  gallons  of  septic  waste  from  Plymouth  residentstown 
buildings,  and  schools  not  on  the  collection  system  and  received  at  the  plant  in 
2002,  a  34.9%  increase  over  2001 .  The  septic  flow  was  approximately  1 .37%  of 
the  total  sewer  flow. 

The  combined  domestic,  commercial/industrial  and  septic  waste  was 
received,  treated  and  discharged  to  the  ocean  with  a  reduction  of  solids  present 
in  the  wastestream  of  95%. 

The  wastewater  sludge  is  being  hauled  in  liquid  form  to  a  US  Filter  facility  in 
Cranston,  Rl.  A  total  of  331  tons  of  grit  and  screenings  were  disposed  of  at  the 
Town  of  Bourne  Landfill. 


►  SOLID  WASTE  DIVISION 


To  provide  the  most  cost  effective  waste  collection  along  with 
accessibility  for  solid  waste  related  services. 

Summary  of  Services 

This  division  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  all  four  transfer  stations  in 
the  Town  of  Plymouth.  This  is  a  real  challenge,  as  no  two  facilities  provide  the 
same  level  of  service,  or  hours  of  operation. 

The  division  has  completed  its  first  full  year  of  operation  as  an  Enterprise 
Fund.  While  the  revenues  generated  recover  only  slightly  less  than  sixty  percent 
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of  the  total  cost  of  operations,  the  upcoming  budgets  will  continue  to  move 
towards  full  cost  recovery  in  a  phased  approach.  Full  cost  recovery  for  Enterprise 
Funds  is  mandated  by  State  Law. 

This  division  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  that  provides  for  credit  by 
SEMASS  on  the  town's  monthly  disposal  bills.  The  credit  is  based  on  dollars  per 
ton  disposed,  or  approximately  $20,000  per  year.  In  addition,  the  town  received 
nearly  $10,000  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  based  on 
improvements  to  the  recycling  program,  and  actual  tonnage  recycled.  These 
monies  were  used  for  additional  program  improvements,  as  well  as  promoting 
public  awareness  of  the  program. 

The  town  continues  to  improve  on  its  recycling  percentage.  This  could  not 
be  accomplished  without  the  participation  of  Plymouth's  residents,  and  most 
notably,  the  volunteers  who  have  donated  thousands  of  hours  of  their  time. 

The  Cedarville  Transfer  Station  project  has  been  completed,  and  will  open 
in  January,  2003.  This  will  provide  increased  opportunities  for  recycling,  as  well 
as  a  much  safer  site.  The  division  has  also  hired  a  consultant  to  begin  the 
feasibility  study  to  examine  an  alternative  option  (co-composting)  for  when  the 
town's  current  long-term  contract  with  SEMASS  expires  in  ten  years.  This  could 
potentially  provide  the  town  with  the  opportunity  to  have  lower  disposal  costs,  and 
also  provide  new  revenues  to  minimize  the  dump  sticker  fees.

►  WATER  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Water  Division  is  to  provide  the  highest  quality 
drinking  water  and  fire  protection  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the 
ratepayers.  The  goal  of  the  division  is  to  be  recognized  by  the  townspeople 
as  one  of  the  best  departments  within  the  town  government.  The  Division 
understands  that  this  can  be  achieved  only  if  we  operate  on  the  principle 
that  doing  good  work  is  its  own  reward,  the  Water  Division  must  always  be 
looking  for  ways  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
operation. 
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Projects:   Cleaning  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Federal  Furnace  Well 
Rehabilitation  of  the  North  Plymouth  Well 
Upgrading  of  Cedarville  Booster  Station 

Capital  Projects  that  were  begun  or  continued  were  the  S.C.A.D.A. 
(Supervsiory  Control  and  Data  Acquisition  system)  project,  engineering  design  of 
Deep  Water  Booster  Station  and  the  new  Savery  Pond  Well  was  completed. 

Water  Quality  Report:  In  conjunction  with  the  United  States  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (USEPA)  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (MADEP),  the  Town  of  Plymouth  submitted  its  Third 
Annual  Water  Quality  Report  for  calendar  year  20021 .  The  intent  of  this  report  is 
to  inform  the  townspeople  about  their  drinking  water.  The  town  will  provide  this 
information  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  Drinking  Water  Program  was 
pleased  to  congratulate  the  Plymouth  Water  Department  for  receiving  a  score  in 
the  top  20%  in  the  2001 

Public  Water  System  (PWS)  Compliance  Evaluation  Program.  Scoring  was 
based  on  a  points  system  determined  by  compliance  with  the  drinking  water 
regulations,  overall  evaluation  of  statistical  reports,  and  involvement  with  other 
DEP  drinking  water  programs.  The  high  score  reflects  the  Plymouth  Water 
System's  ability  to  consistently  provide  high  quality  drinking  water  to  its 
customers. Ensuring  that  drinking  water  is  clean  and  safe  has  never  been  an  easy 
job.  The  Plymouth  Water  Department  was  commended  for  doing  a  great  job 
knowing  the  many  challenges  water  suppliers'  face  today. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  2002  was  47.77  inches  as  compared  to  47.14 
inches  for  calendar  year  2001 . 

The  total  water  pumped  from  all  sources  was  1,950,739,997  (estimated) 
gallons  or  5,344,493  gallons  per  day.  This  represents  an  increase  of  45,302,221 
gallons  from  2001  or  an  increase  of  14,643  gallons  per  day,  over  an  annual  daily 
average. 

For  Fiscal  Year  2002,  $4,820,618.22  was  committed  to  charges  (water  bills) 
for  the  sale  of  water,  service  connections,  various  services  rendered,  etc. 

The  Cedarville,  Stafford,  Samoset  and  Lout  Pond  Tanks  were  cleaned  and 
inspected  in  2002.  Since  1993  all  tanks  in  the  Plymouth  Water  system  have  been 
cleaned  and  inspected.  The  town  operates  on  a  five-year  rotation  with  tank 
inspections. 

The  Division  installed  security  fences  at  North  Pine  Hill  Tank,  North 
Plymouth  Tank,  North  Plymouth  Well,  Nook  Road  Booster  Station  and 
SaveryPond  Well.

1.  Locked  fences  protect  some  of  the  sources  and  sites  and  all  power 
failures  are  detected  by  telemetry.  All  pumping  stations  are  monitored 
for  loss  of  power  or  failure  of  surge  control  valve.  All  standpipes  are 
monitored  for  high  and  low  level  situations. 

2.  Cedarville  Booster  Station  and  Rocky  Hill  Road  Booster  Station  do  not 
have  stand-by  power.  The  town  has  a  trailer  mounted;  diesel  powered 
emergency  pump  to  service  these  areas  in  the  event  of  equipment 
failure  or  prolonged  power  outages. 

3.  Bradford  Well  has  a  new  booster  station  as  a  backup  for  that  system. 


In  the  event  of  a  power  failure,  Nook  Road  Booster  will  run  to  service 


the  area. 

4.    Savery  Well  is  new  and  services  Cedarville  and  Manomet  areas. 

Source:  Eleven  wells  as  a  source,  nine  with  stand-by  power  for 
emergencies.  Two  do  not  have  stand-by  power. 

Distribution:  the  system  is  divided  into  six  pressure  zones.  Four  zones 
have  supply  sources,  the  Rocky  Hill  Booster  Station  supplies  the  Pine  Hills  Zone 
with  water  from  the  Plymouth  Center  Zone  and  Ellisville/Cedarville  is  supplied  by 
the  Cedarville  Booster  Station  with  water  from  the  Manomet  Pressure  Zone.  The 
Bradford  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Plymouth  Center  Zone  and  the  Pine  Hill 
Pressure/Booster  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Manomet  Pressure  Zone 
through  PRV  devices.  The  West  Plymouth  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the 
Plymouth  Center  Zone  at  two  locations  with  one  not  currently  operational.  The 
Plymouth  Center  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Town  of  Kingston  Water  System 
on  Route  3A  with  a  12-inch  main. 

Treatment:  one  source  receives  treatment  beyond  the  above  mentioned 
corrosion  control.  -  The  Bradford  Well  receives  green  sand  filtration  for 
iron/manganese  removal  and  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  can  be  served  with 
the  Nook  Road  Booster  Station  with  water  from  the  Plymouth  Center  Zone. 
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storage:  the  system  has  ten  standpipes  and  is  monitored  for  high  and  low 
level  conditions.  The  loss  of  any  one  standpipe  would  not  pose  any  particular 
problem  with  the  exception  of  the  Cedarville  Standpipe  and  the  Pine  Hills 
Reservoir.  If  these  tanks  were  lost  for  any  reason  their  pressure  zones  would  have 
to  be  supplied  with  direct  pumping. 
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HUMAN  SERVICES 


►  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  pursue  the  goals  set  forth  in  Older  Americans  Act,  Section  1,  Title 
101,  to  carry  out  the  mandates  for  Councils  on  Aging  established  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8b,  Plymouth  Council  on 
Aging  declares  the  following  statement  of  purpose  for  the  senior  center's 
existence:  to  provide  mobility  to  elders;  to  provide  nutrition;  to  provide  pre- 
ventive health  programs,  to  provide  social  and  economic  assistance;  to 
provide  educational  programs;  to  provide  socialization  and  recreation;  to 
provide  support  for  the  homebound  and  to  keep  them  out  of  institutions;  to 
provide  jobs  and  volunteer  opportunities;  to  assist  all  who  come  with  infor- 
mation and  referral. 

This  year,  the  Council  on  Aging  hopes  and  plans  focused  on  the  proposed 
senior  center  building  at  89  Court  Street.  Because  the  building's  proposed  occu- 
pancy is  changed  from  commercial  to  assembly  use,  there  is  a  stricter  building 
code  required  by  federal  and  state  statutes.  Consequently,  the  renovations  were 
more  costly  than  originally  planned,  and  the  Council  on  Aging  must  go  before 
another  Town  Meeting  for  more  funding.  Meanwhile,  the  Council  on  Aging  did 
launch  an  appeal  for  donations  from  the  community  to  commemorate  the  30th 
anniversary  of  its  establishment.  The  Council  held  a  fund-raising  event  called  "An 
Affair  to  Remember"  at  the  Plymouth  Yacht  Club  on  June  27th.  The  event  raised 
$15,000  for  equipment  and  furnishings  of  the  future  Center.  Other  monies  raised 
through  grants  included  a  $1,936.00  state  grant  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  lever-operated  door  handles;  a  $50,000  federal  grant  towards  construction  of 
an  elevator;  a  $3,500  federal  grant  from  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  for  dining 
room  furnishings  and  another  $1 ,000  grant  towards  a  kitchen  stove. 

On  June  11,  Plymouth  Selectmen  reappointed  Arthur  W.  Budge,  Sr.  and 
Linda  DiBona  to  the  Council  on  Aging;  and  appointed  Edward  Conroy  and 
Meredith  Scott.  On  December  10,  Selectmen  appointed  Aileen  Droege  to  the 
Council.  The  new  appointees  replaced  Betty  Francis  and  David  Cohen. 

Changes  in  staff  included  Linda  Jones  to  replace  Eileen  Krebs  as  Social 
Worker.,  Two  part-time  positions  were  filled  through  a  Community  Development 
Grant.  Michael  Castagna  was  hired  as  Outreach  Worker  and  Janet  Gardner,  sec- 
retary. Sidney  Shuman  left  the  Elder  Service  Corps  but  could  not  be  replaced 
because  of  the  state  attrition  policy  for  downsizing  this  program.  Other  partici- 
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pants  of  the  program  working  in  the  agency  include  Richard  Skinner,  Richard 
Baker,  Leo  McLoughlin,  James  Maxson,  Augusta  Waters,  and  Frank  DeLappe. 
Three  Senior  Aides  working  under  the  federal  program  are  Barbara  Grefe,  Millie 
Kelly  and  Robert  Pelligrini.  Under  the  Plymouth  Tax  Credit  Work  Program,  the  fol- 
lowing were  assigned  to  the  COA:  Joyce  Burke,  Dolores  Mansfield,  Janice  Case, 
Eleanor  Kostachuk,  Eleanor  Demaris  and  Barbara  Kadish. 

The  GATRA  Dial-A-Ride  bus  logs  of  2002  showed  16,095  rides  given  to  eld- 
erly and  disabled  persons  of  Plymouth.  GATRA  personnel  came  to  Plymouth  on 
a  bimonthly  basis  to  provide  photo  ID  and  Access  cards  for  seniors  and  disabled 
persons.  These  are  good  for  reduced  rides  on  all  public  transit  systems. 

On  May  17,  2002,  the  Council  honored  volunteers  with  a  luncheon  at 
Handlebar  Harry's  Restaurant.  State  Legislators  and  the  office  of  U.S. 
Congressman  Bill  Delahunt  presented  certificates  of  appreciation  to  the  following: 
Arthur  W.  Budge,  Sr.,  David  Hosford,  Jack  O'Brien,  Robert  Callahan,  Joan 
Landry,  Victor  Karoblis,  Linda  DiBona,  Robena  Haigh  and  Alan  Santos. 

Among  successful  ongoing  programs  at  the  senior  center  are  the  wellness 
activities  of  low-impact  aerobics  led  by  Barbara  Kadish,  line  dancing  with  Howard 
and  Dori  Sherman,  Tai  Chi,  and  the  walking  group.  Gail  Leake  initiated  a  suc- 
cessful arts  and  crafts  program  with  items  donated  by  a  generous  donor. 
Computer  training  conducted  by  Kate  Mayo  remains  very  popular  with  seniors. 

Among  transitions  of  the  year  2002,  was  the  loss  of  Sam  Patel  whose  good- 
ness touched  our  seniors  through  his  work  as  an  outstanding  Rotary  member  and 
donor.  Other  participants  and  volunteers  of  the  Council  on  Aging  programs  who 
passed  away  this  year  include:  Harry  Luscombe,  Bertha  Guillette,  Edith  Long, 
Gertrude  Egan,  Josephine  Wollam,  Edith  Wilbur,  John  Schofield,  Loretta  Green, 
Amos  McGinnis,  Alice  Dimarzio,  Lorraine  Converse  and  Frederic  Foley.

►  PLYMOUTH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  is  to  select,  acquire, 
organize,  preserve,  and  make  conveniently  accessible  services  and  a  col- 
lection of  materials  in  various  formats  held  in  common  by  the  people  of 
Plymouth  for  their  educational,  cultural,  recreational  and  informational 
needs  and  interests.  The  library  is  an  agent  for  all  citizens  in  securing 
needed  information  and  materials  without  bias  or  censorship.  The  Library 
preserves  and  provides  access  to  materials  of  current  and  historical  sig- 
nificance to  Plymouth  and  its  geographic  area  and  as  an  integral  part  of 
municipal  government  supports  life-long  learning  and  the  reading  enjoy- 
ment of  the  community. 
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This  has  been  an  exciting  and  challenging  year  for  the  Plymouth  Public 
Library  and  its  patrons.  But  throughout  the  undulations  of  successful  grants, 
increased  participation  in  programs  and  circulation,  decreased  budgets,  and 
extensive  reductions  in  state  services,  the  institution  continues  to  thrive. 

Two  highly  successful  and  popular  grants  came  of  age  this  year.  The 
"Library  services  to  people  with  disabilities"  grant  completed  year  two  and 
exceeded  grant  writers'  expectations.  This  grant,  funded  by  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  enabled  the  library  to  reach  out  and  serve  a  tar- 
geted population,  which  is  historically  underserved.  Working  in  partnership  with 
community  members  and  groups,  the  library  is  now  able  to  provide  increased 
access  for  the  visually,  hearing  and  mobility  impaired.  Assistant  Director  Jennifer 
Conragan  and  Outreach  Librarian  Sharon  LaRosa  are  congratulated  for  their 
work  on  this  project.  This  dynamic  library  duo  presented  this  Plymouth  project  at 
the  Public  Library  Association  Bi-Annual  meeting  in  Phoenix  Arizona. 

The  Literacy  program,  under  the  direction  of  Mary  Anne  Odell,  successfully 
completed  a  three-year  Lila  Wallace  Readers  Digest  literacy  lab  development 
project.  This  lab,  utilized  by  adult  new  learners  and  new  readers,  is  a  beacon  illu- 
minating what  is  possible  in  the  field  of  library  based  adult  education  programs. 

In  the  spring  of  2002,  wildly  popular  young  adult  author  Paula  Danzager  was 
the  guest  of  the  library  bringing  her  own  special  magic  and  enthusiasm  for  writing 
and  scrap  booking.  Hosted  by  Youth  Librarian  Evelyn  Moschella,  Ms.  Danzager 
debuted  her  new  book  The  United  Tates  of  America  that  follows  a  family's  vaca- 
tion in  our  very  own  Plymouth,  MA.  A  pizza  lunch,  scrap  booking  demonstration, 
and  book  reading  were  all  part  of  a  very  wonderful  and  highly  attended  program. 

Library  Director,  Dinah  O'Brien  stepped  down  after  5  year  of  coordinating 
the  Massachusetts  Library  Association  Annual  Conference.  Her  colleagues  hon- 
ored her  for  her  creativity,  dedication  and  service.  Mrs.  O'Brien  also  served  as  a 
Keynote  Speaker  at  the  New  York  Public  Library  on  the  topic  of  public  libraries  in 
adult  education  and  was  a  featured  speaker  at  the  American  Library  Association 
on  the  same  topic.  She  continues  to  serve  on  the  Public  Library  Association's 
Intellectual  Freedom  Committee,  the  Basic  Education  Literacy  Committee,  and 
the  Public  Library  Systems  Committee.  She  is  currently  Treasurer  of  the  Old 
Colony  Library  Network. 

But  through  these  successes  a  little  rain  must  fall.  It  has  been  a  year  of 
reevaluation  of  fiscal  needs  and  budget  re-allocation.  The  true  impact  of  the 
reduction  in  State  services  will  begin  to  fully  bloom  only  in  2003.  But  through  it 
all  the  staff  will  continue  to  provide  the  quality  service  our  patrons  rely  upon  and 
for  which  we  are  known  in  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Nation.  Challenges  are 
indeed  new  opportunities  and  we  boldly  assume  the  task,  and  we  will  succeed. 
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►  VETERANS  SERVICES 


It  is  our  mission  to  assist  with  dignity  those  who  have  served  their 
country  during  wars  and  crisis  and  find  themselves  in  economic  or  medical 
need.  In  all  our  contacts  with  these  applicants  and  their  dependents,  we 
shall  make  every  effort  to  understand  and  take  into  account  their  emotion- 
al state,  apprehension  to  disclose  personal  information  about  themselves 
and  their  families.  We  must  protect  the  confidentiality  of  all  information  pro- 
vided. 

During  the  month  of  September,  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services 
sponsored  a  three-day  training  and  education  course.  All  agents  and  directors  are 
required  to  attend  and  be  certified.  The  respective  cities  and  towns  of  these  vet- 
erans' agents  are  reimbursed  in  full. 

At  the  present  tine,  there  are  several  legislative  proposals  in  both  the  House 
and  Senate  regarding  veteran's  benefits.  One  of  the  pending  bills  will  expand  the 
definition  of  veterans  and  date  of  service.  Those  who  served  between  January  1, 
1947  to  June  24,  1950,  and  from  May  1,  1975  to  August  2,  would  become  eligi- 
ble for  benefits. 

There  will  be  an  annual  cost  of  living  benefits  of  1.4  percent  effective 
January  2003.  This  increase  is  equivalent  to  the  increase  in  Social  Security  ben- 
efits as  determined  by  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index.  Notification  of 
this  increase  to  recipients  of  Veterans  Administration  (VA)  pensions,  compensa- 
tions, and  Dependency  and  Indemnity  Compensations  will  be  by  the  Department 
of  Veterans  Affairs. 

Despite  all  the  efforts  and  written  approval  for  placing  a  VA  Medical  clinic  in 
Plymouth,  there  has  been  no  progress.  A  site  in  town  was  approved  by 
Washington  and  the  regional  office  only  to  be  postponed.  Plymouth's  Veterans 
Service's  office  has  received  staunch  support  by  all  our  legislators  and  the  matter 
is  still  on  hold. 

In  recognition  of  our  World  War  II  veterans  outstanding  contribution,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Veterans  Services  through  a  program  called 
"Operation  Recognition,"  has  developed  a  program.  Any  local  WWII  veterans  who 
left  high  school  to  serve  during  the  war,  and  did  not  finish  high  school  may  apply 
for  their  diploma.  This  is  a  small  overdue  gesture  of  our  society's  gratitude  for  the 
sacrifices  made  in  the  name  of  freedom.  Any  WWII  veteran  interested  should 
apply  through  this  office.

The  Plymouth  Public  Schools  remain  committed  to  providing  a  quality  education 
for  all  students.  This  requires  advanced  planning  and  a  reallocation  of  resources 
during  fiscally  tight  times.

Student  Testing 
IVICAS 

In  most  areas  of  testing  (grades  3,4,6,8,  and  10)  Plymouth  students  are 
continuing  to  make  incremental  progress.  The  Class  of  2003  is  the  first  class 
required  to  pass  tests  in  English  and  Mathematics  in  order  to  receive  a  high 
school  diploma.  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  calculations  indicated 
that  88%  of  Plymouth's  senior  class  had  passed  the  diploma  requirements  as  of 
the  Spring  of  2002,  versus  81%  statewide.  If  the  passing  percentage  was 
calculated  using  current  enrollment,  and  the  most  accurate  local  data,  the 
percentage  of  Plymouth  students  passing  would  be  substantially  higher.  Students 
will  have  other  opportunities  to  pass  the  diploma  standard  during  the  2002-03 
school  year  and  next  summer. 

Most  impressively,  at  the  elementary  level,  Plymouth's  third  graders  began  their 
MCAS  experiences  with  97%  at  Passing  levels  and  only  3%  falling  in  the  Warning 
category  which  is  analogous  to  the  Failing  level  on  the  10*^  grade  tests. 
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Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (SAT) 


Sixty-eight  percent  of  the  Class  of  2002  took  the  SAT  at  some  time  during  their 
high  school  careers.  The  Verbal  mean  score  for  the  school  system  was  499  and 
the  Math  mean  was  510. 

Three  Plymouth  South  High  School  students  received  perfect  800  scores  on  at 
least  one  section  of  the  SAT. 

Advanced  Placement  Examinations 

(These  tests  are  scored  on  a  1-5  scale,  with  5  being  the  highest.  Colleges 
typically  award  credit  for  scores  of  3  or  higher) 

Eleven  Plymouth  students  were  named  Advanced  Placement  Scholars  by  the 
College  Board  by  virtue  of  their  scores  on  three  different  AP  exams  (up  two  from 
last  year). 

In  addition,  four  others  were  named  AP  Scholars  with  Honors  by  virtue  of  their 
performance  on  four  AP  exams. 

Five  Plymouth  students  were  named  AP  Scholars  with  Distinction  by  scoring  a  3 
or  better  on  five  AP  exams. 

For  the  first  time  ever,  a  Plymouth  student  was  named  a  National  AP  Scholar  by 
earning  a  grade  of  4  or  higher  on  at  least  eight  AP  exams.  Her  overall  average  on 
eight  AP  exams  was  4.88. 

Student  Academic  Awards  and  Achievement 

National  Merit  Awards 

Five  Plymouth  students  received  Letters  of  Commendation  from  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Corporation  by  virtue  of  their  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test  (PSAT)  scores.  In  addition,  a  Plymouth  South  High  School  senior  was 
named  a  National  Merit  Finalist. 


The  2002  graduating  class  had  2  students  accepted  to  Ivy  League  colleges. 
(Harvard  University  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania). 

Fourteen  Plymouth  Public  School  students  were  awarded  one  of  the  prestigious 
Grace  and  Alfred  Nye  Scholarships. 

A  Plymouth  South  High  School  student  has  been  named  a  state  finalist  in  the 
National  Wendy's  High  School  Heisman  Program,  which  identifies  the  top 
scholar-athletes  across  the  country. 
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Ink  Credible  (Plymouth  North  High  School  business  students)  came  in  first  in  the 
Junior  Achievement  Titan  competition  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  are  going  on  to  the  national  competition  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  Nineteen  teams  from  Plymouth  North  High  School's  Business 
Department  competed  in  the  Junior  Achievement  Titan. 

Plymouth  North  High  School  had  a  Student  Delegate  and  Alternate  Student 
Delegate  participate  in  Student  Government  Day,  April  5,  2002.  During  the  mock 
session  of  state  government,  the  Plymouth  North  delegate  stood  in  for 
Representative  Vinny  M.  deMacedo. 

Plymouth  North  DECA  (Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America)  students 
returned  victoriously  after  a  competitive  State  Career  Development  Conference. 
Twenty-seven  DECA  members  from  Plymouth  North  joined  over  800  other 
students  and  faculty  represented  by  over  forty-eight  high  schools  for  an  overnight 
convention  in  Danvers,  Massachusetts.  Students  participated  in  rigorous  testing, 
role-playing,  and  campaigning  in  hopes  of  achieving  a  top  three  finish  in  their 
event,  ensuring  them  a  spot  at  the  International  Career  Development  Conference. 
Plymouth  North  finished  in  first  place  for  the  second  consecutive  Massachusetts 
DECA  Quiz.  Plymouth  North  students  achieved  National  Finalist  Awards  and  two 
achieved  National  Competency  Awards  at  the  International  DECA  Conference. 

Plymouth  North  students  entered  their  art  projects  at  Boston  Globe  Art  Awards 
and  received  one  Gold  Key,  two  Silver  Keys,  and  three  Honorable  Mentions. 

In  April  of  2002  many  students  from  Plymouth  South  High  School  participated  in 
the  State  Science  Fair,  sponsored  by  M.l.T.  We  had  six  award  winners  -  2"^, 
3^^,  and  Honorable  Mention.  They  won  the  following  awards  -  Northeastern 
University  -  $12,500  Scholarship,  Raytheon  -  $500  Award,  Wentworth  Institute  of 
Technology  -  $10,000  Scholarship  &  Lotus  Software  Award,  Math  Works  Software 
Award  &  Harvard  University  Press  Book  Award,  '02  UMASS-Boston  Full  4- Year  j 
Scholarship  and  '02  American  Mathematical  Society  Award. 

Plymouth  South  High  School's  DECA  (Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America) 
and  VICA  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America)  programs  have  collectively  sent 
92  students  to  competition  in  2001  and  2002.  These  students  received  40  state 
awards  and  5  national  awards.  A  junior  student  in  Metal  Fabrication  is  the  first  | 
woman  to  earn  certification  in  stick  welding  by  the  American  Welding  Society.  ; 

Plymouth  South  High  School's  Culinary  Arts  Department  was  proud  to  be  a  part 
of  the  American  Red  Cross  sponsored  event  -  2002  Heroes  of  Plymouth  County  I 
-  and  commemorating  those  who  risk  their  lives  to  help  other.  This  event  was 
held  on  September  1 1 ,  2002. 
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There  was  a  92%  positive  placement  rate  for  the  Plymouth  South  High  School 
Vocational  students  from  the  class  of  2002:  58%  are  pursuing  further  education, 
7  %  entered  the  military,  and  26%  are  working  in  their  vocational  field. 

First  and  second  place  awards  went  to  Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School 
students  in  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post  1822  systemwide  Essay 
Competition. 

Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  won  65%  of  the  awards  at  this  year's 
Bridgewater  State  College  Regional  Middle  School  Geography  Fair. 

The  Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  Homework  Heroes  program  for 
eighth  graders  was  recently  recognized  by  the  Boston  Globe  as  a  unique 
"Teaching  Tool"  best  practice.  This  program,  which  recently  honored  95  students, 
was  created  by  the  Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  Council  of  parents, 
staff  and  community  representatives. 

Activities 

Plymouth  Public  Schools  received  a  total  of  $311,449  in  grants  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  Academic  Support  Services  Program. 
These  funds  were  used  to  provide  MCAS  remediation.  Grant  money  was  used  to 
fund  Project  Success,  at  the  high  school  level  during  the  school  day  and  in  the 
evenings,  and  to  fund  the  summer  program,  PROJECT  S.A.I. L.,  for  middle  and 
high  school  students,  and  to  fund  after-school  tutoring  and  enrichment  programs 
for  students  from  grades  2  through  11 . 

Three  hundred  high  school  students  participated  in  the  school-year  remediation 
programs.  Five  hundred  elementary  and  middle  school  students  participated  in 
the  after-school-and-out-of-school-time  programs.  Three  hundred  middle  and 
high  school  students  participated  in  the  vacation  programs. 

The  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Student  Council  Convention  was  held  March 
13-15  at  the  Sheraton  in  Hyannis.  Twelve  students  represented  Plymouth  North 
High  School.  Colleen  Dunn,  Class  of  2003,  was  elected  Secretary  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Student  Councils.  Students  participated  in  the 
summer  beautification  project  at  Plymouth  North  and  provided  a  "Welcome  Back" 
luncheon  for  staff  in  August.  Within  the  community  they  decorated  a  tree  for  the 
Cranberry  Hospice  Festival  of  Trees  and  participated  in  the  Adopt-a-Family 
program.  Students  promoted  "getting  out  to  vote"  by  obtaining  signatures  of 
registered  voters.  They  also  supported  a  collection  program  to  benefit  the  Breast 
Cancer  Society. 

Plymouth  North  High  School's  newspaper,  The  Eagle,  was  named  best  small 
newspaper  at  the  32"^  annual  Scholastic  Press  Forum  at  American  International 
College. 
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Plymouth  North  High  School  National  Honor  Society  has  been  active  in 
community  service  projects  as  well  as  making  donations  to  the  Boys  and  Girls 
Club,  Rick  Rodman  Memorial,  Paul  Vecchi  Scholarship  Fund,  Lee  Children 
Scholarship  and  the  Patriot  Ledger  Lend  a  Hand  Program.  It  raised  over  $900  for 
Easter  Seals  in  a  basketball  shoot-athon,  and  has  volunteered  at  the  MS  Walk, 
American  Cancer  Society's  Relay  for  Life,  Plymouth's  Waterfront  Festival,  the 
Jimmy  Fund,  and  the  Housing  Authority  Fair.  Students  also  volunteer  as  tutors  for 
the  Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  Homework  Club.  They  also  had 
two  successful  blood  drives  for  the  American  Red  Cross.  The  students  hosted  a 
staff  appreciation  breakfast  on  Valentine's  Day.  For  the  Thanksgiving  holiday, 
baskets  were  distributed  to  the  needy,  and  at  Christmas,  they  participated  in  the 
Adopt-a-Family  program. 

The  PNTA  Robotics  Program  (Pilgrim  Nuclear  Technology  Alliance),  formed  in  the 
fall  of  1995,  is  an  education  and  industry  partnership  between  Pilgrim  Nuclear 
Station  and  Entergy  Corporation  and  the  Plymouth  School  System.  The  PNTA 
partnership  focuses  on  "Competitive  Physics"  and  entrepreneurial  success.  Over 
the  past  seven  years,  personnel  of  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Station  and  Entergy 
Corporation  in  partnership  with  students,  faculty  and  administrators  of  the 
Plymouth  Schools  have  participated  in  several  exciting  and  engaging  technical 
challenges.  Among  these  have  been: 

US  FIRST  -  A  national  Science  and  Engineering  Robotics  Program 
Electrathon  -  An  internationally  sanctioned  electric  vehicle 

competition 
BattleBots  -  A  popular  Robot  Competition 

This  year  six  teams  of  engineering  students  are  building  six  warrior  Robots  for 
entry  in  the  2003  BattleBots  National  Competition  scheduled  for  late  March  2003. 

Plymouth  South  High  School,  last  year's  #1  BattleBots  high  school,  is  fielding 
three  teams,  as  is  Plymouth  North  High  School,  1998  US  FIRST  Chairman's 
Award  Champions.  Of  the  3  Plymouth  North  teams,  one  is  made  up  of  all  young 
women  who  share  an  enthusiasm  for  engineering  and  technical  achievement. 

My  Fair  Lady,  a  joint  effort  by  the  two  high  schools,  was  a  huge  success.  Several 
letters  of  praise,  including  donations  to  the  Music  Department  for  future 
productions,  have  come  from  the  community. 

The  Plymouth  North  and  South  Combined  Choir,  Stage  Band,  Faculty  Choir,  and 
Men's  Choir  presented  "A  Night  with  Cole  Porter." 

The  annual  Holiday  Concert  by  the  Plymouth  North  High  School  vocal  department 
was  held  in  the  auditorium.  Proceeds  of  the  concert  benefited  the  Patriot  Ledger 
Lend  a  Hand  program,  which  helps  needy  people  in  our  communities. 
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Forty  students  of  the  Plymouth  High  Schools'  music  department  received  awards 
from  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  School  Bandmasters'  Association 
(SEMSBA).  The  Plymouth  High  Schools'  music  program  has  six  students 
accepted  for  the  Southeastern  Junior  District  2003  Festival  and  eight  students 
accepted  for  the  Southeastern  Senior  District  2003  Festival. 

The  winners  of  the  Plymouth  North  Science  Fair  moved  into  the  regional  fair  held 
at  Bridgewater  State  College.  Six  regional  winners  attended  the  2002 
Massachusetts  State  Science  Fair  held  at  the  M.l.T.  and  Plymouth  North  High 
School  had  two  2^^  place  winners  and  two  3'^  place  winners. 

Plymouth  North's  Math  Team  placed  second  in  division  four  in  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Math  League  (SMML)  in  the  spring  and  placed  first  in  the  fall.  The 
team  participated  in  the  New  England  Math  League  and  volunteered  at  Math 
Counts  at  Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School.  They  contribute  to  the 
community  through  the  Christmas  Adopt-a-Family  program,  as  well  as  provide 
refreshments  at  Town  Meeting.  This  fundraiser  provided  five  scholarships 
awarded  at  convocation. 

Plymouth  South  Middle  School  is  especially  proud  that  their  students  and  staff 
exemplify  the  meaning  of  charity  and  selfless  acts  of  kindness  on  a  daily  basis. 
Here  are  some  examples  of  the  "Charity  that  Begins  at  School." 

•  Relay  for  Life  -  This  past  summer  Plymouth  South  Middle  School 
participated  in  the  first  annual  "Relay  for  Life"  sponsored  by  the  American 
Cancer  Society.  As  a  team  we  raised  over  $2,000.  Plymouth  South  Middle 
School  was  proud  to  have  four  of  our  staff  members,  Sheila  Mills,  Jan  Ezrin, 
Margie  Turner,  and  Lynette  Furtado,  (cancer  survivors)  kick  off  the  walk  by 
holding  the  cancer  survivor  banner. 

•  Run  Past  The  Rock  -  This  is  the  4th  Annual  Charity  event  to  raise  money  for 
charity,  the  Juvenile  Diabetes  Research  Foundation  International. 
Hundreds  of  students  and  staff  raced  over  a  1.4-mile  course  around  the 
South  Middle  and  South  High  athletic  field,  including  the  massive  rock  on 
the  school's  campus.  Last  year  students  and  staff  raised  over  $800  for  the 
American  Cancer  Society.  Staff  and  students  raised  close  to  $800  in  the 
Annual  Run  Past  the  Rock. 

•  LEE  Denim  Day  -  Staff  at  Plymouth  South  Middle  School  raised  over  $600 
for  the  Susan  G.  Komen  Breast  Cancer  Research  Fund  by  participating  in 
Lee  Denim  Day.  Staff  members  made  a  monetary  donation  and  wore  denim 
and  pink  clothing  to  work.  This  is  the  4th  annual  event. 
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•  Festival  of  Trees  -  For  the  fourth  year  in  a  row,  Mary  Jane  Calhoun, 
Plymouth  South  Middle  School  Art  Teacher,  and  the  student  volunteers  of 
the  Hospice  Tree  Club,  decorated  a  Christmas  tree  for  the  Festival  of  Trees 
at  Plymouth  Plantation.  This  year's  theme  was  "The  Art  Of  Teaching"  with 
special  tribute  to  the  late  Mary  Corcoran  and  Janet  Skeehan  Dunn. 
Pinehills,  L.L.C.  was  kind  enough  to  sponsor  the  tree  and  make  the 
monetary  donation  necessary  for  the  tree  to  be  entered. 

•  Jump  Rope  For  Heart  -  Students  can  look  forward  to  the  4th  annual  Jump 
Rope  for  Heart.  Last  year  students  raised  close  to  $8,000  for  the  American 
Heart  Association,  nearly  doubling  their  first  year's  total.  Students  obtain 
sponsorships  and  compete  in  jump-rope  competitions. 

•  Daffodil  Days  -  (American  Cancer  Society)  For  the  fourth  year  in  a  row  staff 
participated  in  the  American  Cancer  Society's  Daffodil  Days.

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Early  Childhood  Education 


The  Community  Partnerships  for  Children  grant  was  renewed  at  approximately 
$700,000  per  year  to  provide  high  quality,  developmentally  appropriate  early 
childhood  programming  and  professional  development  to  early  childhood 
programs  throughout  the  Plymouth  community. 

Community  Partnerships  for  Children  provides  monthly  Family  Literacy  Nights  to 
the  community  at  a  variety  of  sites.  Parents  and  children  listen  to  a  story, 
participate  in  story-based  activities  and  receive  a  free  book. 

The  Mount  Pleasant  preschool  is  accredited  by  the  National  Association  for  the 
Education  of  Young  Children.  This  prestigious  accreditation  is  granted  to 
programs  that  provide  high  quality  early  childhood  services. 

An  Annual  Early  Childhood  Fair  is  held  for  the  Plymouth  community  sponsored  by 
the  Community  Partnerships  for  Children  with  over  1 ,500  in  attendance. 

Community  Partnerships  for  Children  received  a  Children's  Trust  Fund  grant  for  a 
parent  support  and  education  program  in  south  Plymouth. 

Title  1 

The  Plymouth  Title  1  Program,  in  conjunction  with  the  Plymouth  pediatricians, 
was  awarded  $5,000  to  continue  the  Reach  Out  and  Read  Program. 
Approximately  3,200  books  have  been  distributed  to  families  at  well-baby  visits 
this  year  along  with  the  message  that  reading  to  children  is  as  important  as 
immunizing  them. 

Title  1  is  conducting  an  extended  day,  English  Language  Arts  program  for 
approximately  100  students  this  year.  This  past  summer,  an  extended  year,  six- 
week  program  was  conducted  for  thirty-six  first  and  second  grade  students. 

Eighty-four  families  participated  in  the  Parent-Child  Home  Program.  Parents,  with 
their  two-  and  three-year-old  children,  learned  how  to  incorporate  learning  into 
play.  In  addition,  over  114  parents  participated  with  their  children  in  special 
events,  such  as  stations  with  hands-on,  learning  activities  and  various  parent- 
child  field  trips. 

Monthly  Title  1  newsletters  were  sent  to  over  500  homes.  The  purpose  of  these 
newsletters  is  to  help  parents  partner  with  schools  in  helping  children  be 
successful  learners.  Title  1  parent  workshops  were  attended  by  over  215  parents. 

The  Plymouth  Family  Network  increased  enrollment  to  650  families  and  offered  a 
variety  of  family  support  programs  for  all  Plymouth  families  with  children  under  the 
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age  of  four.  Examples  of  Plymouth  Family  Network  offerings  are  playgroups, 
including  intergenerational  ones,  parenting  classes,  family  activities,  and  parent 
workshops.

►  1 749  COURT  HOUSE  MUSEUM 


Attendance  for  the  season  2002  at  the  museum  totaled  8271 ,  including  73 
visitors  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  the  lowest  attendance  for  that  day  in  many  years. 
This  season's  numbers  seem  consistent  with  state  and  local  estimates  of  a  15  to 
20%  decline  in  tourism. 

Our  visitor  register  again  reflects  reflected  visitors  from  all  over  the  world. 
On  July  4th  at  2:00  PM  the  museum  participated  in  the  annual  national  bell  ringing 
ceremony.  The  town  receivedAa  certificate  of  our  participation  was  delivered  to 
the  assistant  town  manager. 

The  National  Park  Service  has  twice  contacted  the  1749  Court  House 
Museum  since  we  are  of  interest  to  them  on  more  than  one  level.  The  latest 
contact  involved  their  interest  in  Parting  Ways. 

Over  the  summer  the  battery  pack  in  the  robing  room  was  again  leaking 
acid.  The  DPW  and  the  fire  department  determined  that  the  battery  was 
overcharging  and  replaced  it  with  an  enclosed  unit,  which  seems  to  be  working 
well. 

The  1749  Courthouse  Committee  is  considering  submissionConsideration 
should  be  given  for  submitting  of  a  proposal  for  capital  improvement  to  the 
Community  Preservation  cCommittee  (CPC)  that  oversees  the  newly  passed 
Community  Preservation  Act.  While  we  the  1749  Courthouse  Committee  cannot 
seek  CPC  funds  for  maintenance,  the  building  needs  several  capital 
improvements  to  preserve  it,  as  well  as,  the  artifacts.  Such  improvements  include 
an  alarm  system,  sunscreens  for  the  windows  and  screen  doors  for  the  front  door 
to  keep  insects  out  and  improve  improved  ventilation. 

The  building  and  artifacts  are  really  a  national  treasure  and  are  worth  the 
effort  of  preservation.

The  Plymouth  Cultural  Council,  under  the  steady  hand  of  Marsha  Hanby, 
Chair-person,  had  a  terrific  year,  working  hard  to  support  cultural  events, 
organizations,  and  projects.  A  small  contribution  of  time  has  resulted  in  the 
satisfaction  of  many,  and  the  spark  that  helps  ignite  learning  in  the  community's 
children. 

The  Plymouth  Cultural  Council  is  facing  many  challenges  in  2003.  Many  of 
the  long  -  term  members  have  left.  The  reasons  vary  from  mandatory  term 
completion  dates  tto  greater  volunteer  challenges  within  the  community,  work,  or 
home.  When  you  add  to  thatT  the  State  mandated  of  a  62  to  79%  cut  in  funding, 
as  well  as  some  programs  being  cut  completely,.  That  challenged  our  love  and 
commitment  to  the  arts  in  the  Plymouth  community  and  our  ability  to  deliver  the 
support  that  we  the  Council  would  like  to,  provide,  is  considerably  challenged. 
With  a  number  of  new  members  and  a  continued  enthusiasm,  we  the  Council 
hopes  to  weather  the  State  Budget  cuts,  and  continue  to  help  enrich  the  lives  of 
all  of  our  the  town's  citizens  and  visitors.

►  PLYMOUTH  INSURANCE  ADVISORY  COMMIHEE 


The  Plymouth  Insurance  Advisory  Committee  has  as  its  goal  its  mandatory 
charge  under  the  law  of  Section  3  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (MGL) 
Chapter  32b,  that  being;  "  Prior  to  the  purchase  of  insurance  and  execution  of  all 
such  agreements  or  contracts,  the  appropriate  public  authority  shall  consult  with 
an  advisory  committee  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  written  recommendations 
of  a  majority  of  the  membership  of  said  committee.  Said  committee  shall  consist 
of  eight  members  as  follows:  seven  persons  to  be  duly  elected  or  appointed  to 
membership  on  such  committee  by  organizations  of  the  employees  affected,  and 
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one  person  who  shall  be  a  retiree  of  a  governmental  unit  who  shall  be  duly 
appointed  to  membership  on  said  committee  by  the  appropriate  public  authority." 

•  The  year  2001 ,  which  had  not  been  previously  reported,  proved  to  be  an 
eventful  and  productive  year  for  the  lAC  .  In  January  the  lawsuit  the 
committee  brought  forward  for  the  town's  failure  to  recognize  the  authority 
of  the  committee  as  stated  above,  was  settled  by  a  stipulated  dismissal 
jointly  agreed  to  between  the  parties'  attorneys. 

•  The  contract  for  the  town's  insurance  consultant  expired.  After  sending  out 
Requests  for  Proposals  (RFP)s,  screening  applicants  and  conducting 
interviews,  the  committee  recommended  to  the  Town  Manager  to  award  the 
bid  to  Cook  &  Company  of  Marshfield,  MA.  The  committee  is  looking 
fon/vard  to  this  relationship  and  what  the  consulting  company  will  bring  to  the 
lAC  with  their  insight  into  the  many  facets  of  the  insurance  industry. 

The  committee  then  actively  moved  fonA/ard  to  address  the  national  trend  of 
the  increasing  cost  of  health,  life,  accidental  death  and  group  general  or  blanket 
insurance  providing  hospital,  surgical,  medical  and  dental  benefits  covering 
employees,  retirees,  their  dependents  and  surviving  spouses.  In  April,  the 
committee  sought  presentations  through  Requests  for  Information  (RFI)s  with 
various  insurance  providers  and  consortiums  to  present  information  to  the  lAC. 
Through  the  assistance  of  the  town's  contracted  consulting  firm  the  town  received 
six  proposals. 

At  the  completion  of  this  intensive  process,  the  lAC  moved  that  the  town 
request  that  Blue  Cross  Blue  Shield  of  MA  (BCBS  MA)reduce  their  administrative 
fee  by  5%  for  each  of  the  next  two  years.  BCBS  MA  declined  this  request. 
However,  after  stepped  up  negotiations  between  lAC  committee  members  Kelley 
and  Webber  and  BCBS  MA's  Labor  Liaison,  agreement  was  reached.  The  Town 
Manager  announced  at  a  Selectmen's  meeting  in  June  that  the  town  will  save 
$80,000.00  during  the  year  starting  July  1,  2002,  on  administration  fees  for 
employee  benefits.  The  agreement  also  included  a  cap  on  fees  in  future  years. 

•  The  committee  then  focused  on  additional  ways  to  save  on  insurance  costs 
while  at  the  same  time  being  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  collective  bargaining 
agreements  dictate  contribution  levels.  The  members  the  committee 
represents  are  active  and  retired  employees,  they  are  taxpayers  as  well  and 
increasing  health  care  costs  on  a  national  trend,  affect  everyone. 

•  In  December,  after  intense  deliberations  and  presentations  from  providers 
and  consultants  and  researching  the  legal  ramifications  thereto,  the 
committee  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  to  the  Town  Manager  that  the 
town  sponsor  an  article  on  the  spring  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  adopt  section 
18  of  M.G.L.  chapter  32b.  This  action  would  require  all  future  retirees  to 
enroll  in  Medicare  Part  B,  a  move  that  will  save  the  town  $700,000.00  in  the 
first  year  alone.  This  article  did  pass  with  an  effective  date  of  July  1 ,  2003. 
A  new  supplemental  plan  "  Blue  Care  for  Seniors"  was  also  added  to  the 
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retirees  insurance  selection  portfolio  so  as  to  combine  coverage  with 
Medicare  benefits  and  offer  a  seamless  transition  of  coverage  as  the 
employee  leaves  active  employment  and  retires.  It  is  imperative  that 
fundamental  fairness  is  weighed  equally  with  projected  savings  as  well  as 
past  commitments  and  pledges,  to  those  valued  past  employees  of  the 
public  service. 

In  2002,  the  lAC  was  then  involved  in  the  renewal  contract  for  the  town's 
reinsurance  policy.  This  policy  limits  the  town's  liability  when 
employees/retirees  incur  catastrophic  claims.  The  lAC's  Technical  Sub 
Committee  worked  with  the  town  and  Cook  &  Co.  to  put  together  an  RFP  for 
this  coverage.  The  Committee  received  four  proposals  and  the  lAC 
recommended  to  the  Town  Manager  to  increase  the  cap  for  claims  from 
$75,000  to  $125,000  thereby  limiting  the  town's  liability  to  catastrophic 
illness  or  accident  claims.  It  was  also  recommended  to  continue  coverage 
with  BCBS.  BCBS  has  the  most  knowledge  regarding  our  membership 
database,  and  reimbursements  to  the  town  would  be  reflected  immediately 
on  the  town's  invoices. 

As  the  lAC  has  been  made  aware  of  the  tight  fiscal  restraints  the  town  is 
facing,  the  Chairman  asked  its  members  to  go  back  to  their  respective 
organizations  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a  petition  that  would  increase 
employees'  health  contributions  to  20%  now,  but  with  the  stipulation  that 
upon  retirement,  their  contributions  would  then  revert  back  to  the  current 
10%  rate.  In  working  with  the  Finance  Director,  it  was  estimated  this  would 
save  the  town  $1.4  million.  All  members  endorsed  this  concept  and  after 
reporting  back  to  the  committee,  voted  to  proceed  with  an  article  for  the  fall 
Town  Meeting  to  adopt  a  "Home  Rule  Petition."  If  it  passed,  the  language 
of  this  petition  would  have  been  subject  to  discussions  in  all  collective 
bargaining  negotiations.  At  he  October  Town  Meeting,  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  opposition  speakers.  Town  Meeting  passed  a  motion  to  CLOSE 
DEBATE.  This  motion  PASSED.  A  motion  to  record  the  vote  by  roll  call 
PASSED.  The  Main  Motion  to  adopt  the  Home  Rule  Petition  to  support  this 
initiative  FAILED.  The  vote  was  62  against,  41  in  favor  and  15  abstentions. 

The  lAC  was  simultaneously  actively  involved  in  the  RFP  process  as  the 
town's  life  insurance  provider  had  served  the  town  notice,  that  effective 
September  1,  2002,  insurance  premiums  for  basic  coverage  would  be 
increased  and  optional  insurance  would  double  or  even  triple  in  cost, 
depending  on  the  number  insured  under  each  individual's  policy.  With  the 
assistance  of  Cook  &  Co.,  an  extension  was  negotiated  with  the  current 
provider  to  continue  coverage  while  we  went  out  bid.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  screening  process,  the  committee  recommended  the  Town  Manager 
award  the  bid  to  Concord  Heritage  Life  Ins.  Co.,  Inc.  The  action  maintained 
the  current  benefits  as  well  as  providing  a  slight  savings  to  the  town  for 
basic  coverage  and  a  savings  with  regard  to  optional  insurance  for  active 
employees.

The  No  Place  for  Hate  Committee  is  committed  to  helping  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  develop  and  take  specific  actions  to  combat  all  acts  of  subtle  and  overt 
racism,  anti-Semitism,  homophobia,  ethnic  or  religious  bigotries,  and  other  forms 
of  prejudice  that  substatially  undermine  the  town,  schools,  and  the  promise  of 
equal  justice  an  civil  rights  for  all  members  of  society. 

The  Plymouth  committee  applied  for  and  received  certification  from  the  B'nai 
B'rith  Anti-Defamation  League  (ADL)  naming  Plymouth  a  No  Place  for  Hate 
community.

►  RETIREMENT  BOARD 


In  2002,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  Contributory  Retirement  System  continued 
its  primary  function  serving  in  the  interest  of  its  members  and  their  beneficiaries 
in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  32,  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration 
Commission,  as  well  as  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Plymouth 
Retirement  Board  and  approved  by  the  Public  Employee  Retirement 
Administration  Commission  (PERAC). 

The  Retirement  Board  in  the  year  2002  was  comprised  of  the  Patrick  D. 
Dello  Russo,  Chairman  and  ex-officio  Board  Member  as  Director  of  Finance; 
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Richard  Manfredi,  Vice-Chairman,  the  town's  Director  of  Inspectional  Services, 
elected  by  the  membershipjhomas  M.  Kelley,  Plymouth  Police  Officer,  elected  by 
the  membership;  Shawn  Duhamel,  reappointed  by  the  Retirement  Board,  a 
legislative  liaison  to  the  Retired  State,  County,  and  Municipal  Employee 
Association  of  Massachusetts;  John  E.  Murphy,  Jr.  re-appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  serve  another  three  years.  Mr.  Murphy  also  serves  as  the 
conference  planner  for  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Contributory  Retirement 
Systems. 

Keeping  within  its  fiduciary  duty  and  a  careful  review  of  the  fund,  the 
Retirement  Board  voted  to  grant  a  three  percent  cost  of  living  increase  to  its 
retirees  and  survivors,  to  be  effective  on  July  1 ,  2002.  The  cost  of  living  increase 
was  awarded  to  those  members  who  retired  prior  to  June  30,  2001  in  accordance 
with  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  32,  Section  103. 

During  the  year,  the  Retirement  Board  carefully  watched  and  instituted 
several  investment  modifications,  as  were  deemed  prudent  and  fiscally  beneficial 
to  the  Fund.  The  actions  of  the  Board  included  the  addition  and  termination  of 
several  investment  managers  in  order  to  provide  the  Fund  with  the  best  returns 
possible. 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Plymouth  Contributory  Retirement  System, 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2001,  were  audited  by  the  Accounting  Firm  of 
Powers  &  Sullivan.  The  audit  was  conducted  in  accordance  with  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Division  of  Public 
Employee  Retirement  Administration,  Rules  and  Regulations  840  CMR  25.00. 
The  retirement  system  was  found  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  without  error 
in  accordance  with  reporting  practices  prescribed  by  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  of  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration  Commission. 

In  the  Retirement  Board's  continuing  effort  to  keep  informed  and  serve  its 
membership,  the  Plymouth  Retirement  Board  and  staff  attended  several 
conferences  during  2002,  including  the  Massachusetts  Contributory  Retirement 
Systems  Conference,  the  Massachusetts  Symposium  on  Public  Employee 
Retirement  Benefits  meeting.  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration 
Commission  Training  Seminars,  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association  in 
conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts  Pension  System  seminar  and  the  National 
Conference  on  Public  Employee  Retirement  Systems. 

The  Retirement  Board  complied  with  outside  agencies  in  response  to 
requests  for  information  as  needed.  Some  of  the  agencies  requesting  information 
were  the  Department  of  Equal  Employee  Opportunity  Commission,  Department  of 
Revenue,  Bureau  of  Census,  Public  Employee  Retirement  Association 
Commission,  Plymouth  Retiree  Association,  Internal  Revenue  Service, 
Contributory  Retirement  Appeal  Board,  and  the  Retired  State,  County,  & 
Municipal  Association  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  Retirement  Board  acknowledge  that  Thomas  Kelley,  elected  Board 
member,  Mr.  Murphy,  appointed  member  and  the  Board  staff,  Debra  Sullivan  and 
Wendy  Otto,  successfully  completed  the  PERAC  Educational  Institute  held  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  at  Amherst.  The  Board  was  also  proud  to 
acknowledge  the  Mr.  Thomas  Kelley  had  been  elected  to  the  Executive  Board  of 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Contributory  Retirement  System,  (MACRS). 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  was  provided  the  opportunity  of  accepting  legislation. 
Chapter  16,  Acts  of  2002  that  would  have  allowed  the  town  to  offer  an  early 
retirement  incentive  (ERI)  to  their  employees.  The  Retirement  Board  was  asked 
to  provide  information  to  both  potential  retirees  and  management  in  order  to 
enable  them  to  make  a  decision  whether  to  accept  this  legislation.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  chose  to  table  any  decision  regarding  the  acceptance  of  this 
legislation. 

The  Plymouth  Housing  Authority,  an  agency  of  the  town,  voted  to  accept  the 
provision  of  Chapter  16,  Acts  of  2002.  The  criteria  set  by  the  Housing  Authority 
were  as  follows:  1  employee  providing  said  employee  met  eligibility  criteria,  who 
must  retire  by  December  31,  2002,  and  make  application  prior  to  November  1, 
2002.  No  limit  was  placed  upon  the  five  year  maximum  allowed  increase. 

The  Board's  congratulation  was  extended  to  one  of  its  staff,  Ms.  Marsha 
Silva,  for  her  appointment  as  Director  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  Retirement 
System.
